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THE GREAT BATTLE IN OHIO 


CLEVELAND'S FRIENDS CONFI- 
DENT OF VICTORY. 

#LAINE’S MANAGERS DEPRESSED BUT BOAST- 
FUL—CHARGES OF FRAUD ON BOTH 
SIDES—CLEVELAND’S PROSPECTS, 

CotumBsts, Oct. 10.—It would be an ex- 
tremely gratifying thing to beable to predict 
to-night, three days before the State election, 
whether Ohio is to give a majority for the 
Democrats or the Republicans on Tuesday next. 
There is no sort of doubt that either of the State 
Committees would be pleased to send assurances 
to their friends in other States. As it is, while 
intensely partisan newspapers are receiving 
assurances that the State is Republican beyond 
question, the words and manner of the managers 
for the Republicans are anything but confident, 
On the contrary, the Republicans who are run- 
ning the campaign appear for some reason to be 
nervous and anxious, and are qualifying their 
cautious predictions as to the result by intima- 
tions that the Democrats are making ready to 
rob them of a victory through corrupt and 
fraudulent means. 

This city is in a state of excitement. The 
Blaine show left town this morning to meet en- 
gagements for which it had been billed along the 
Scioto Valley. It went out quietly, without 
parade or fuss. Mr. Carl Schurz is here to-night 
and is speaking to an immense audience. There 
is a swarm of newspaper correspondents in town, 
representing the prominent papers of the East 
and West. Leading speakers of both parties 
have been coming and going all day, stopping 
here on their way to places in different parts of 
the State. Afterthe manner of all campaign 
orators they are confident. The Republicans of 
this sort appear to have concluded that 10,00) is 
about the proper majority to claim for Robin- 
son. The Democrats, while disposed to claim a 
victory, will not makeany figures, and are philo- 
sophical enough to say that they will not be dis- 
couraged if the Republican ticket should win by 
10,000. But the opinions of these oratorsare only 
valuable asthe judgment of superficial observ- 
ers. The vpinions of tae men who are conduct- 
ing the campaign are of much more interest and 
value. 

Coi. W, W. Dudley, of Indiana, Commissioner 
of Pensions,and Mr. Chauncey I. Filley, of Mis- 
souri, ex-Postmaster of St. Louis, appear to 
have taken charge of the serious business in 
Ohio politics for the Republicans. They are sta- 
tioned at the State headquarters, and upon 
them seems to have devolved the responsibility 
for securing a Kepublican majority at the 
supreme moment. It was not cheerful at the 
State headquarters this afternoon. The rooms 
were full of visiting men, who went into an 
inner room to hold mysterious conferences with 
Col. Dudiey and Mr. Filley. Mr. Filley is a 
politician of many years’ experience. He can 
accomplish as much difficult political work as 
any man of his years in the business. Hitherto, 
in different political contests, he has had no dif- 
ficulty in making predictions. and he has never 
stopped to offer excuses in advance when the 
outioek was reasonably clear. When he was 
asked what would be the result of Tuesday’s 
election he looked very seriously at his ques- 
tioner and then, after a moment’s hesitation, 
replied: ** Ohio is a safe Republican State, if we 
can get the vote, and we shall carry the State if 
the Democrats do not steal or buy it.” 

“ Are they trying to steal or buy it?” 

“Why, they are running in votersat many 
points right here in Columbus, up at Cleveland, 
in Cincinnati, and in other places.”’ 

Mr. Filley said that of conrse the Republicans 
were watching these visiting voters, and would 
see to it that they did not vote on election day. 
He said, aiso, that the Republicans had begun 
work in the State too late; that they were 
fully a month behind. He would put the 
majority that they expected to get at 
10,000, and they would take as much more as the 

ople -would give them. While the visit of 

laine and Logan tothe State had sroused the 

people, it bad disarrangen and interrupted a 

great deal of campaign work planned by the 

State Committee. Col. Dudley, who has lost 

some of his usual cheerfuiness for some 

reason, also referred to the aileged Dém- 
ocratic colonization of the State with 
illegal voters as the only menace to the Repub- 
lican prospect of victory. He cited several in- 
stances of reported colonization that had been 
named by Mr. Filley. To the direct question: 

* Do you expect Ohio to give a Republican maw 

jority? He answered: “1 have faith in the Re- 

publicanism and virtue of Ohio. If we can get 
outa full vote we can win. I should not look 
for more than 10,000 majority.” 

Neither Col. Dudley nor Mr. Filley appeared to 
bave heard the stories that Republican repeat- 
ers were being reported to the Democrats as in- 
festing some of the same locaiities in which the 
Democrats were said to be colonizing. Col. 

udiey was also evidently unconscious of the 
fact that a prominent Democrat was openly de- 
claring that he proposes to have Dudley ar- 
rested for breaking the civil service laws. He 
intimated that the committee was not well snp- 

lied with funds, and that overconfidencemight 
ave something to do with a failure to elect 

Robinson. *“*At any rate.” he said, “even 

if we are defeated on Tuesday, I expect 

to see Ohio go for Blaine in November.” 

As bas been said before, the Democrats are 
much more confident than the Republicans. 
They havea very complete organization, their 
tanvass was made earlier than that of the Ke- 

ublicans, and there is no doubt that it has 

een more thorough. With the election ma- 
chinery in their bands in most of the larger 
towns, they believe that they possess an ad- 
vantage. They have the State Government 
too, and so much of advantage as_ that 
ossessioa may give. Chairman Bargar 

228 been assisted by men who were 

instrumental in achieving the Democratic suc- 

cesses of 1882 and 1883. “We shail carry the 

State,” they say, “if the Republicans do not buy 

or steal it,” and they also insist that they will 

carry it anyway,as they do not propose to al- 
low the Republicans to bring “corn cutters” and 
miners into the State to give Robinson a majori- 
ty. Secretary Bohl saysthat the poll of the State 
shows the Democratic line practicaily un- 
broken. There is no complaint of lack of 
means. There appears to be entire confidence 
in the committee, and no apparent lack of har- 
mony between the working Democrats of dif- 
terent parts of the State. The Blaine parade has 
not irfterrupted or disarranged any Democratic 
pians. One member of the State Committee 
said that the Republican canvass of the State 
had been slovenly. It had not been as thorough 
asin former years, three or four counties only 
having been carefully polled and the resr 
* guessed out.” ; 
oth sides are certainly doing their level best. 
If there is to be buying of voters the purchases 
will not be all made by one party. If one party 
pays men to stay at home it is very likeiy that 
another party will pay the same men later on to 
gotothe polis. It would be absurd to under- 
take to make anybody believe that the election 
of Tuesday next is to be conducted in 
an absolutely pure way by the Republicans 
and entirely without virtue by the Democrats. 

The criticisms of Col. Dudiey and Mr. Filley by 

the Democrats are not calculated to give people 

the impression that those gentlemen are strictly 

“pure” politicians. The charges of the Repub- 

licans are not so much against persons in the 

Democratic Party as against the whole body of 

Ohio Democrats. If all the stories about 

colonization are true, the increase of popula- 

tion in the State before Tuesday will 
be amazing, and it is difficult to understand why 
the gentlemen who talk about colonies of ne- 
groes and white men who intend to vote ille- 
rally cannot locate them more precisely. The 

Democrats, while extremely confident, do not 

make any figures. Ail they can be induced to 

say to-night is: “* We've got ‘em, and they can- 
wt buy or steal votes enough to beat us.” 


; EVIDENCE OF BLAINE FRAUDS. 
§PECIFIC CHARGES OF COLONIZING MADE BY 
THE DEMOCRATIC MANAGERS, 
XoLtumBvs, Oct. 10.—Through their local 
organ the Biaine managers have issued an ad- 
dress to the; public in the nature of a warning 
against what is termed the Democratic 
tactics which will be resorted to on Tues- 
day next. It speaks in shockingly general 
terms of the repeaters that are to be im- 
pressed into service of the boarding houses 
that have been opened to accommodate 
those who have been imported into the State to 
vote the Democratic ticket, of how the employes 
on some of the railroads are to be induced to vote 
for Newman or totake free excursions out of 
the State on ciection day. It alleges that Will- 


iam Dickson, once foreman of a notorious 
Washington jury, left Washington Tuesday 
night with 3) accomplices, bound for Cincin- 
nati, as if the Cincinnati’ Democrats could 
not manage their own affairs without 
the assistance of outsiders. The one specific 
ebarge that provokes mirth over the whole of 
this solemn warning is couched in these words: 
“The Democratic managers have calied in the 
rominent county managers to Columbus, To- 
edo, and other points to apportion the free 
trade gold of the Cobden Free Trade Club and 
of the monopolists to attempt the prostitu- 
tion of the vote of Ohio.’ Had this clause 
been omitted, and had other allegations equally 
as loose and ubsurd been specific, the warn- 
ing might bave had the etfect of diverting to 
she Democrats that attention which is now be- 
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ing riveted upon Pension Commissioner Dudley 
and the horde of Government ompiorss who are 
traveling up and down the State the interest 
of the Blaine cause. 

This address was not completed until a late 
hour last night, too late, as Chauncey I. Filley 
explained to-day, to be sent to thé newspapers 
in the East. It bears Mr. Blaine’s own finger- 
marks, and by some is interpreted as the argu- 
ment to be used to show why the Democrats 
have carried the State in the event of 
the Republicans being beaten on ‘Tues- 
day. It is the same sort of talk which 
is heard at the Republican headquarters in this 
city, and Mr. Filley has enlarged his vocabulary 
so as to admit of the use of the word * thugs,” 
anepithet which he now employs with uncom- 
mon frequency in speaking of Democratic meth- 
ods of winning a victory. “ However,”.adds Mr. 
Filley, ‘‘we will take 10,000 majority on Tuesday 
and whatever above that figure the good Lord will 
give us.” Commissioner Dudley remarks: “I’ve 
got the conviction that we have an honest cause 
and that we ought to win if there is an honest 
election.” It may be remarked that it has been 
reserved for a Blaine campaign to develop the 
alarming wickedness of Ohio Democrats, for 
never before in the party’s ~ wy have the 
managers had a doubt about Ohio's going 
Republican, either with or without the 
aid of “ thugs” and such other instrumentali- 
ties as are known to Oho politicians. Mr. 
Filley spoke to-day in depressed tones of 200 
men who had been brought into the State to 
vote with the Demucrats. He was asked whether 
that number would be likely to decide the 
result, which he impatiently replied: ** Oh, 
that was only in one town. They’re 
being brought in and located all over 
the State.” When pressed for the names 
of these towm which have so suddenly 
become populous, and for other data on which 
to base a news dispatch, exposing such out- 
rageous swindles, Mr. Filley became silent, from 
which it is to beinferred that Mr. Filley has 
been misinformed or is desirous of shielding the 
fellows who are doing this alleged wholesale col- 
onizing business for the Democrats. 

If Messrs. Filley and Dudley would visit the 
Democratic headquarters, satisfy Col. Barger 
that they are sincerely desirous of preventing 
election frauds, and ask for proofs of frauds 
that are contemplated, they would receive some 
facts which might not be new to them perhaps, 
but which would be found, on investigation, to 
be facts nevertheless. Thev would see evidence 
of colonization that has been attempted by the 
Blaine managers and tnat will be fully disclosed 
if the further; attempt to vote these colonists is 
made on election day. Madison and Greene are 
strong Republican counties, with large colored 
populations. The colonization of colored 
people in such counties is not so easily 
detected as to prevent the attempt on a 
considerable scale. Both of these counties 
contain several hundreds colored men more than 
they did five weeks ago. In Nelsonville, Athens 
County, the names, taces, and residences of be- 
tween 80 and 100 colored gentlemen; new 
to the neighborhood have been noted 
for use on election day, In this city the 
claim is made that 100 colored men 
will illegally vote in the Ninth 
Ward. Chillicothe, Pomeroy, Gallipolis, Lron- 
ton, and Bellaire are points which offer special 
inducements to those engaged in political coloni- 
zation, and a careful watch by hired detectives 
has been placed over them all by the Democratic 
State Committee. The States Yrom which this 
class of Blaine voters are recruited are Pennsy|l- 
vania, Maryland, Virginia, and North Carolina. 

The Democrats descend to details in making 
charges of crookedness against the Blaine man- 
agers. The latter ignore details and make the 
general charge of rascality on the part of 
Democrats. If they would produce the 
evidence of the charge on which they 
ask the hanging of their opponents, they 
would finda fair jury ready to bear and decide 
the case upon its merits. In the absence Of it, it 
seems fair to ccenclude that there are no such 
frauds as those of which they complain, orthat 
the cry has been raised asa cover to their own 
crooked schemes.

MR. HENDRICKS IN CINCINNATI. 
HE IS GIVEN A VERY ENTHUSIASTIC RE- 
CEPTION AND MAKES A GOOD SPEECH. 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 10.—The Hon. 
Thomas A. Hendricks, Senator Bayard, Judge 
Thurman, and Gen. Rosencrans arrived in this 
city this morning to address the great mass 
meeting here to-night. During the day Senator 
Bayard visited the Chamber of Commerce and 

made a brief address, 

At night all the gentlemen named were driven 
to Music Hall, and found it almost impossible to 
enter, so great was the throng. As ex-Governor 
Hendricks made his way through the 


thron on the stage and appeared at 
the Speaker’s desk, the entire mass of 
people rose to their feet and cheered 
again and again, waved bhatsand handkerchiefs 
and shouted for Cleveland and Hendricks. Sim- 
ilar demonstrations, of less intensity, marked the 
appearance of Gen, Rosecrans, Senator Bayard, 
Judge Thurman, and Senator Pendleton. Mr. E. 
Ingalls, President of the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
St. Louis and Chicago Railroad, called the meet- 
ing to order and introduced Senator Pendleton 
as Chairman. The latterin very few words in- 
troduced ex-Gov. Hendricks, who, after a repe- 
tition of the demonstration made when he 
entered the hall, began bis speech by say- 
ing that the election of next Tuesday is 
of great importance on account of the offices to 
be tilled, but more especially because of the in- 
fluence it will haveon all the States at the No- 
vember election. He therefore appealed to Ohio 
to give all proper consideration to this elec- 
tion. The election in November was not 
only a choice of men, but a_ decision 
of the national policy. That decision would turn 
not only on the men presented, but on the poli- 
cies and principles they represented. He then 
proceeded to argue that there should bea change 
in the administration of the Government, 
and gave, among other reasons, the con- 
cession in the Republican platform that the 
tariff was laid unequally, and that more revenue 
was collected than was necessary for economy 
in administration of the Government. 
It these faults were conceded by 
the party which has been in power 
tor nearly a quarter of a century, 
he asserted it should be changed so that a rem- 
edy could be applied, In proof of the admission 
by the Republican Party of the existence of ex- 
cessive revenue he cited President Arthur's mes- 
sage two years ago, when he called the attention 
of Congress to the matter and suggested appro- 
priate legisiation. The revenue law was modi- 
fied, but not sufficientiy, and now the ex- 
cess of revenue above the requirements of 
an economical Administration was $85,000,000 
annually. This sum was improperly kept 
from the business uses of the country 
and the Government was compelled to build 
expensive vaults for its storage. He asked if 
the Republican Party, under this condition of 
affairs, had the right to ask for a continuance in 
oftice. [Criesof** No!’**No!”"] Four yearsago, 
he said, times were fairly good, and fair prices 
were obtained for products and tair wages for 
labor. Republican orators said, “Let well 
enough alone,” and we were not able to answer 
thatshort, but powerful. argument. Do they say 
so now, when wheat is 50 cents a bushel lower 
than it was then? When men are everywhere 
seeking employment and often finding it at re- 
duced wages? When times areas hard as they 
are now the argument is, ** Let there be a change, 
that times may be better,” [cheers,] and I think 
that that argument ought to have great weight 
when the party in power keeps calling in from 
the people eighty-five millions more of taxes 
than is necessary. 

Turning to the question of what remedy the 
Democrats proposed for this excessive taxation, 
he read the declarations of the platform 
to which the Democratic nominees were 
pledged, and said that beyond question 
they met the case. The banner of Democra.y 
thus inscribed, he said, was laced in 
the hands of Grover Cleveland and Thomas A. 
Hendricks. Here cheering for several minutes 
interrupted the speaker, and when it ceased he 
added: And they were required to carry it be- 
fore the public, and with it in their hands to 
either stand or fall. [Cheers.] That platform 
commands my approval, and I pledge fidelity to 
it in my official lite.” 

Continuing his argument for a change, he said 
it might be better; it could not be worse. [A 
voice, * You may be counted out.”] “ Gentie- 
men,”’ said Mr. Hendricks, **there is no danger 
of that. Of all the men in this country, the 
honest Republicans are the most tired 
of that business.’ He then, in a face- 
tious manner, read the demands of 
the Republican platform for the restoration of 
the navy and for the destruction of polygamy, 
and said he, too, wanted a navy so strong 
that no foreign ower shall dare to 

lace American citizens in the jails of 

reland without cause, whether their 
names be McSweeney or anything else. 
He closed by an appeal to the freemen of Ohio 
to regard the baliot as being too sacred tor bar- 
ter. et the voters determined that there should 
be a pure ballot next Tuesday the Democrats 
would win; if baliots were permitted to be 
bought and sold eer, would lose. 

Senator Bayard followed in a speech of consid- 
erable length, after which short addresses were 
made by Judge Thurman and Gen. Rosecrans.

A HUSBAND'S AWFUL CRIME 


KILLING HIS WIFE WITH THE 
AlD OF HIS SONS, 

THE HEADLESS BODY FOUND IN A CISTERN 
—ONE OF THE SONS LYNCHED AND 
THE MOB LOOKING FOR MORE BLOOD. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 10.—A horrible 
crime has been brought to light at Troy, Ind., 
by the finding of the headless body of a woman 
inacistern onthe farm of Peter Backer.- The 

body was nude. The head was found in a 

thicket a hundred yards from the cistern. 

This was late on Wednesday evening. The 

body, which was that of a portly woman 

weighing about 160 pounds, and of about 40 

years of age, was yet warm when taken from the 

water. There wasa deep gash “below the shoul- 
der blade, as if made with an axe, and a wound 
on the forehead, evidently made with some blunt 
instrument. The body was taken to Troy, but 
was not identified until yesterday, when ft was 
recognized asthat of Mrs. Stilwell Hindershot, 
who resided on a farm 14 miles back of Troy. 

A neighbor of Hindershot, while in Tell City 

yesterday, saw the murdered woman's hus- 

band. He also noticed a valise, marked “ T. H. 

Hindershot.” While thesteame? Droillard was 

at Troy last night a search warrant was 

procured and the valise was opened 


and found to contain clothing of the victim 
covered with blood. Warrants were immediate- 
ly issued forthe arrest of Stilwell Hindershot, 
the woman's husband, and T. H.and William 
Hindershot, their sons. The old man and_ his 
son William were arrested and taken to Troy 
last night. Theelder son refused to come, and 
detied arrest. An increased posse was sent after 
him, and he was brought to Troy this morning 
and placed in jail. He acknowledges commit- 
ting the crime himself, but says his father and 
brother had nothing to do with it. The old 
man’s testimony seems to throw the weight of 
the crime upon himself and his eldest son. 

The murder ot Mrs. Hindershot arose from her 
refusal to sign away the farm, to which she had 
a deed in fee simple, which the father and son 
wanted to dispose of. Several hundred persons 
were present at the examination, and about noon 
an effort was made to seize the criminals and 
mete out summary vengeance on them, but the 
officers succeeded in averting the attack. 

At7 o'clock the mob at Troy took the eldest 
son out of jail and hanged him toa beam 
in the barn where the crime was commit- 
ted. He made confession that his father shot 
hie mother and that he (the son) cut her head off 
with an axe. At 10 o’clock the mob passed 
through Tell City on their way to Cannellton, 
three miles above,to hang the father and the 
other son, who are in jailthere. The mobis 200 
strong.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 10.—A special 
to the Journal from Evansville gives additional 
details of the horrible murder at Troy. The 
people of Troy and surrounding country 
were thrown into an intense state of ex- 
citement over the affair, and hundreds came 
to view the remains, but no one was 


able to identify the body. Finally a lady ac- 
quaintance recognized the budy to be that of 
Mrs. Stillwell Hendershnot, the wife of a well-to- 
do farmer residing 14 miles from Troy. Yester- 
day evening Samuel Hendershot, the son of the 
murdeecd woman, was seen in Tell City witha 
valise which he lett at the express office to be 
sent to Golconda, Ill. His actions were enouch 
to arouse the suspicions of Officer Taylor. 
When the mail boat from Louisville landed 
Hendershot started to board her, but was 
immediately arrested. Upon searching his valise 
at the express Office it was found to contain the 
clothes of the murdered mother. ali besmeared 
with biood. He was immediately placed 
in jail at Cannelton, while other officers 
went in search of Stillwell Hendershot, 
his father, and William, his brother, as it 
was learned that they had started for Troy that 
morning with the murdered woman. Stillwell 
Hendershot, the old man, made a full confession 
of the affair to the officers, which was about as 
follows: ** My wife and two sons were on our 
way to Troy Wednesday morning to make 
acknowledgment of a deed to a piece of land I 
had sold. When within about a mile of Troy she 
said she would not sign the deed and a row at 
once ensued, which resulted in my son Sam Knock- 
ing her on the head with a large stick of wood 
and killing her. The boys then carried her toa 
barn near by, and after taking her there cut off 
her head and threw it into a brush pile near by. 
They then stripped the body of all the clothing 
and threw it intoa cistern. I had nothing to 
do with the killing. The boys did it all.” He 
was also placed in jail. Wiliiam, the other son, 
has not been found yet, but the officers are on 
his track. Lyhching is freely talked of. Stil- 
well Hendershot is about 60 years of age, and his 
sons, William and Sam, are aged 26 and 30 years 
respectively.

A MURDERER WEEPS AND TALKS. 

Curicaeo, Oct. 10.—The arguments on the 
motion for a new trial in the case of James 
Dacey, who was found guilty of the murder of 
Alderman Michael Gaynor, of the Ninth Ward, 
at Woodstock, last week, were concluded to- 
day at Woodstock, and the motion was over- 


ruled. When Judge Wilson asked Dacey if he 
had anything to say as to why the sentence of 
the court should not be pronounced against 
him, the prisoner began a speech, which lasted 
half an hour. It consisted of a most scathing 
review of the witnesses of the prosecution 
and of the manner of his treatment while 
in the Cook County Jail. Dacey shed tears 
during the delivery of hisspeech. His remarks 
created quite a sensation in the court room. He 
bitterly denounced State Attorney Miils, and 
said he had received a good share of the $12,000 
raised to acquit Jerry Dunn of the murder of 
James Elliott. the fighter. Dacey was sentenced to 
be hanged Nov. 2] in the jail yard at Woodstock. 
He wept bitterly as the sentence was pronounced, 
but he said he was ready to meet his God. His 
attorney will apply to the Supreme Court fora 
supersedeas.

A KENTUCKY JUDGE INDICTED. 

LovIsvILLE, Ky., Oct. 10.—Circuit Judge 
H. M. Finley, of a mountain district, was indicted 
in the United States Circuit Court to-day. The 
cause of his indictment was the arrest of John 
Vv. L. Brown,a United States Deputy Marshal, 
some months ago. Brown, who is a famous 


‘“*moonshbine” hunter, had arrested a mount- 
aineer for running an illicit distillery. The 
same man was wanted in the State court on a 
charge of assault and battery. When the case 
was called in Judge Finley's court the prisoner 
was not forthcoming, and it appeared that the 
Deputy Marshal bad him in jail. Judge Finley 
ordered the deputy to bring the man into court, 
but this Brown refused to do. He afterward 
staid in the jail to see that the State officials 
did not take the prisoner away from him. On 
account of this conflict between the Federal and 
State authorities, Judge Finley sent Brown to 
ail for 24 hours forcontempt of court. Judge

SUICIDE OF A DRUNKEN MAN.

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEWS 


A WHALING BARK WRECKED. 
TWO OF THE CREW DROWNED ON THE WEST 
COAST OF, AFRICA. 


NeEw-Beprorp, Oct. 10.—The whaling 
bark Seine, Capt. Smith, which sailed from this 
port Oct. 30, 1883, for an Atlantic Ocean whaling 
vovage, went ashore on the west coast of Africa 
in latitude 18° 27’ south on the evening of June 
28, at 7:20 o'clock. The weather was foggy at 
the time. The bark had not been in port, but 
had taken five whales. Most of the crew 
arrived here this morning in charge of William 
H. Mitchell, the mate. Mr. Mitchell gives an ac- 


count of the loss of the vessel and the subse- 

uent sufferings of the crew. The place where 
she went ashore is about 10 miles south of Cape 
Frio, between the true and false capes. All 
hands staid on board through the night 
and the next day they landed. It was 
ood weather, but there was a constant 
neavy surf on the. beach and some of 
the boats were swamped and injured in landing. 
There was nofresh water nearer than the Nourse 
River, 80 miles north, and only four kegsful 
were saved from the ship. A try pot was got 
ashore and set up, and was soon in operation to 
produce condensed water. After waiting some 
days for a time when the surf was not 
so high the mate’s and third mate's 
boats attempted to get out through the 
surf, but failed. Nine days afterward there was 
another unsuccessful attempt, but the next day 
the second and fourth mates’ boats got out and 
anchored outside the surf. Then the mate’s boat 
got out and the second mate went back with a 
picked crew of the best oarsmen to help the Cap- 
tain out with his boat. In going ashore the sec- 
ond mate’s boat was swamped iu the outer por- 
tidn of the breakers, and John De Borgo, boat 
steerer, and Joaquin Barro, seaman, were 
drowned. When at last the Captain’s boat at- 
tempted to go out she was caught in the surf, 
lifted up, and dropped on the bottom 
so forcibly as to break her in two. This occurred 
not more than a hundred yards from the beach, 
and all got safely on shore. The mate and fourth 
mate were out all night with seven men in two 
boats, and the next morning the Captain sig- 
nailed them to take one boat and make the best 
of their way to Great Fish Bay, about 150 miles 
north, where it was supposed assistance could 
be obtained. But there was no permanent set- 
tlemene at Great Fish Bay, nothing but four or 
tive fishermen’s huts. 

When Mr. Mitchell got to Mosamedez he wrote 
to the United States Consul at St. Paul de Loan- 
da for assistance, and afterward learned that 
the Consul had induced a Portuguese man-of- 
war to go to the wreck. Capt. Smith and the 
other roaen made their way, after much difficulty, 
toGreat Fish Bay and from thence to Port Al- 
exander. There they found some _ fisher- 
men’s huts and were taken thence in a 
lugger to Mosamedez. When the Portuguese 
steamer Cabo ‘erde, of Lisbon, came _ to 
Mosamedez; on her next regular trip she had in- 
structions from the Consul at St. Paul to take 
the shipwrecked men as passengers, and all were 
received on board except the fourth mate, 
Manoel Goncalveo, and ;Samuel* Brown, boat 
steerer, who had gone to St. Paul with Mr. 
Mitchell’s letter. They went on board the man- 
of-war to pilot herto the wreck, and the Cabo 
Verde met that vessel two hours aftersailing from 
Mosamedez, but did not communicate with her. 
The Cabo Verde touched at all ports, including 
the islands of St. Jago and St. Vincent. One of 
the Seijne’s men, a native of Kabenda, was sent 
home from St. Paul, and three natives of the 
Cape Verde Islands came no further thao 
that group. All the others went on to Lisbon, 
and after remaining there one day were taken 
on the British steamer Braganza for Liverpool, 
where the United States Consul! sent them to the 
Sailors’ Home.

HIS LIFE FOR HER LIFE. 
A RICH YOUNG WIFE MURDERER HANGED 
IN AN INDIANA JAIL, 

Fort WAYNE, Ind., Oct. 10.—Charles W. 
Butler, one of the most noted criminals in the 
State of Ohio, the son of Dr. George Butler, a 
wealthy physician of Columbus, Ohio, was ex- 
ecuted to-day at Columbia City, Ind., for the 
murder of Abbie Butler, his young wife, at 
Pierceton, Ind., on Sept. 29, 1883. After his ar- 
rest for the murder Butler was incarcerated in 
the jail at Columbia City to await trial. Hesuc- 
ceeded in effecting his escape and for some days 


was at liberty, but was subsequently recaptured. 
His trial occupied nearly a month. Ali that 
wealth and iniiuence could do was done to save 
him from the gallows, but without avail. 

Up to last evening Butler preserved a most 
stoical indifference, but when advices were re- 
ceived last night that the Supreme Court and 
the Governor refused to interfere in his behalf 
he broke down completely and wept bitterly. 
He asked for a Catholic priest to administer 
spiritual consolation. Father Pellhake respond- 
ed and administered the rites of baptism and ab- 
solution. The prisoner retired at 11 last night 
and slept soundly until 5 this morning, arose, 
dressed, and partook of a hearty meal. The 
priest called this morning and remained withthe 
condemned man until hisexecution. He resumed 
bis stoical manner and had very little to say. 
While the priest and Sheriff were with him in his 
cell Butler played several airs on his accordion 
and at 10 o'clock took an affectionate farewell of 
his sisters. Just before the march to the scaffo'd 
he again took up his accordion, concluding with 
a long farewell chord, and then began dancing, 
but was interrupted by the entrance of the Sher- 
iff to read the death warrant. At 12 o0’clock the 
prisoner was handcuffed, and, accompanied by 
the priest, Sherit?, and bis deputies, proceeded to 
the scaffold. Butlerstopped near the drop and 
made a rambling, incoherent speech, in which 
he said that all who were’ connected 
with his trial and execution would be 
sorry forit. After the conclusion of his speech, 
the priest, prisoner, and attendants knelt in 
prayer, which being ended, Butler walked to the 
edge of the drop and kicked it viciously to see 
if it were solid. Whilethe noose was being ad- 
justed and the black cap put over his head he 
cried out in piteous tones: “ Please take this off. 
The rope is too tight; please loosen the rope; it 
ain’t right... The request was not heeded. He 
was assisted on the drop, which fell at 12:08. 
Butler stood too near the hinges of the drop, 
and his descent was slow, his feet scraping the 
drop. The noose was, however, adjusted prop- 
erly, and in seven minutes he was pronounced 
dead by stramzulation. The execution was wit- 
a by 250 people, and crowds surrounded the 
ail. .

She wasa 
tall brunette, finely educated, had excellent 
musical abilities, and it was not long before she 
gained a host of friends including the best so- 
ciety of the village. A well-to-do widower was 
first attracted to her and it was said the two 
were engaged. Suddenly they ceased to speak 
with each other, and it was hinted that the lady 
was the cause of the estrangement because of 
her love for liquor. However, she pursued the 


even tenor of her way and kept sober 
enough to win the heart and hand of one of the 
best young men in the village—Austin French, 
the baggage master at the New-York Central 
station.

A CHICAGO CHURCH BURNED. 
THE LOSS NEARLY COVERED BY AN INSUR- 
ANCE OF $91,200. 

Cuicaao, Oct. 10.—The Third Presbyte- 
rian Church, corner of Ashland and Ogden ave- 
nues, of which the Rev, Abbott E. Kettredge is 
Pastor, was destroyed by fire this morning. 
The beautiful stone structure, with its high 
gables, and occupying a space of about 450 by 
100 feet, was thoroughly gutted, and a ‘crowd 
of about 5,000 persons witnessed the fire 
from the streets in the vicinity. The Pastor 
stood in the yard of his residence across 
the way, surrounded by members of_his flock, 
and wept bitterly as he watched tne flayjes de- 
vour the church edificein which he had preached 
sO many years. The fire was started by the 
overturning of a tinner’s lamp, and the tinner 
gave the alarm to a neighboring druggist, who 


pulled the alarm box onthecorner. Meantime 
Dr. Kettredge had seen thesmoke and attempted 
to batter down the front door of the church, 
be having no key. With assistance he finally 
accomplished the task, and entering found the 
place filled with smoke and a fire burning in the 
organ pipes. Some foolish people broke the win- 
dows, and the draft thus created gave the flames 
great headway. Through a defect in the fire 
alarm box the department received the wrong 
call,and it was not until a second alarm was 
turned in that the engines appeared upon the 
scene. The six minutes thus lost had given the 
fire a winning lead, and about 40 minutes later 
the roof fell in with a crash. 

The building and its contents area total loss, 
unless a portionof tltestanding walls can be 
used again. The cost of thestructure was about 
$125,000. 'The church has a bonded debt amount- 
ing to $20,000 held by the Henry Rieke Agency, 
anda membership of 2,203, most of whom are 
well-to-do people. The insurance onthe entire 
property is $91,200, held by the Edward M. Teall 
& Co. Agency. Of this $77,000 is on the building, 
$8,000 on the organ, $6,200 on the furniture, di- 
vided among 22 companies as follows: West- 
chester, Merchants’ of Newark; Montauk, Glens 
Falls, Star, Firemen’s Fund, Northwestern, 
Northern, New-York Alliance,Long Islana, New- 
York Underwriters’ ,Girard, Citizens’ of Missouri, 
Union of California, and Hartford, $5,000 each; 
Continental, $4,500; Lancashire, Connecticut, 
and Newark, $2,500 each; National, Baltimore, 
$2,000; Oriental, $1,200, and People’s, $1,000. Dr. 
Kettredge has been witn the church 14 years, and 
his is the third largest congregation in the coun- 
try. He bas been entertaining a call to Phila- 
delphia, but will probably remain here now and 
seek to rebuild the church.

A VICTIM OF THE TRAMPS 


STRANGE DISAPPEARANCE OF A 
YOUNG WOMAN. 

THOUGHT TO BE A PRISONER OR TO HAVE 

BEEN MURDERED—SEARCHING PARTIES 


SCOURING THE WOODS. 

BARTOW-ON-THE-SOUND, Oct. 10.—‘‘It’s 
kinder queer anyway.” This was the unanimous 
and only substantial verdict reached by 15 able- 
bodied men as they returned to this little four- 
corners place to-night, after having spent the 
entire day in the undergrowth and woods a little 
way north of here looking for Mary Grote, a 
young woman who has been missing from the 
home of Francis May since yesterday noon. 
There is little doubt, however, that she has 
been waylaid and outraged by tramps, with which 
this section is infested. Less than a yearagoa 
little daughter of Patrick Walsh was found 
bound, gagged, and terribly lacerated but a 
short distance from here, and two years ago an 
aged woman living in the same neighborhood 
was horribly outraged by a gang of the wretches. 

At this latest disappearance and possible con- 
sequences public indignation is running high, 
and had the searchers to-day met with any sus- 
picious characters it would have fared hard with 
them. Pelham Manor is nearly two miles north 
of here. The intervening country has few open 


fields. Most of it is covered with trees anda 
thick growth of underbrusb, which in some 
places is almost if not wholly impenetrable. It 
isa paradise for tramps. Thoroughly familiar 
with the country, they have meeting places and 
rendezvous at different points, and defy capture 
for the petty larcenies they are constantly prac< 
ticing on the farmers. Some live here even 
through severe Winters. 

Mr. May is a weli-to-do farmer living half a 
mile northof these four corners on the edge of 
the infested district. In the latter part of July 
he engaged as a servant a German girl, about 20 
years of age, who arrived from Germany some 
two years ago in company with her sister, whe 
is now employed in New-York, and an- 
other girl named Carrie Hartmann. Miss 
Grote'’s arents are reported as_ well-to- 
do people living in the north of Ger- 
many, and abundantly able to care for their 
‘children. It was only under prutest that they 
let their girls come to America, whither several 
of their neighbors had emigrated. Mary was a 
handsome, tresh-faced girl, always ready fora 
laugh and almost always laughing. She seldom 
went away from the farm and seemed contented 
in the May family, where she was a great favor- 
ite, and was looked upon more as one of them 
than as a seryant. 

Yesterday morning she went to the apple 
orchard, three-quarters of a mile from the farm- 
house and across the track of the Harlem River 
branch of the New-Haven Railroad, with Ben, 
a son of Mr. May, and a farm band named 
George. They all returned to the house at ncon 
with a load ot apples. After dinner Mary washed 
a couple of soup piates to assist Mrs. May, and 
left, as all supposed, for the orchard, 
which is reached on foot by a short cut 
across the track and through the woods, 
She was last seen at the spring, a short dis- 
tance from the house. When the boys reached 
the orchard by around2bout wagon road, Mary 
was not there. It was thought thatshe had gone 
for chestnuts, but when the boys returned to 
the house at dusk, with their fragrant load, she 
was notthere. The household became alarmed, 
and asearch was instituted. It wds kept up until 
midnight, only to be resumed this morning. 
Nota trace of the girl had been discovered up 
to dark to-night, when the effort was suspended 
until to-morrow. 

Some section hands at work on the railroad 
saw the girl cross the track about 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. When she left the house she took 
neither shawl nor bonnet and had. nothing over 
her head. She was dressed in a blue calico dress, 
the blue relieved by delicate white flowers. All 
her clothing was marked “* M. G.”’ in embroidered 
letters. She was intimate with no one in the 
vicinity, and inquiry at ali the surround- 
ing towns has failed to give any trace 

her. She probably went up from 

railroad track along the edge of 
a deep in woodsearch of a favorite chestnut 
tree, when she was overpowered and dragged 
into the brush or wood. A stone wall runs along 
by the big chestnut. On searching about that 
this afternoon some freshly opened burs were 
found on the wall, anda stained stone which had 
been used to openthem. Some think that Mary 
was sitting on this wal!.when she was approached 
from behind and fassaulted. She wasa’strong, 
buxom girl, and if given a fair chance would 
shave made it lively for the toughest tramp. 

A son of Mr. May found in tthe edge of a 
meadow not far from the chestnut tree and close 
to the wood a piece of blood-stained red felt. It 
was no partof Mary's clothing, said Mrs. May, 
whben it wasshown her. To-night, in the parlor 
of the little hotel here, the torn piece was seen 
by THE TIMES reporter. The ragged edges 
were carefully put together when it was 
discovered that the piece made a bell-shaped 
covering, and had doubticss formed the 
lining of a heavy turban cap. An _ irregular 
piece had been torn from the top, otherwise it 
was complete. Looking closely at the torn edges 
it was easily seen that they had been freshly 
torn and had been exposed to the weather only 
ashorttime. The inference was at once drawn 
that 1t was this bloody piece of cloth which had 
been used to stifle the poor girl’s cries for help. 

Thesearching party to-day discovered, besides 
this, two huts, rudely made of bark, saplings, and 
brush, which, it was apparent, were the homes 
of one or moretramps. Over one, as a roof, 
was stretched a piece of canvas which one of the 
party identified as having been stolen from him 
inthe early Summer. Two tramps were at this 
town this forenoon. One stopped at the hotel 
to beg a few matches. His nose was badly 
skinned, says the lady who gave him what he 
wanted. Later the two were seen asleep against 
a stone wall just south of the village. All the 
able-bodied men inthe town werein the woods 
looking for the missing girl, and before one 
could be found to arrest the pads they haa dis- 
appeared. 

At New-Rochelle, which is only three miles 
away, this morning two suspicious tramps were 
seen, one with his clothing stained with blood, 
which he attempted to wash away in a saloon. 
At that time news of Miss Grote’s disappearance 
had not reached the village. When Mr. May ar- 
rived there this atternoon an attempt was made 
to find the wanderers, but without success. Jus- 
tice Stevens, of that place, will be here to-mor- 
row morning with aconstable to aid in the search. 

Justice M. Hogan, of Bartow, did not hear of 
the affair until his return from New-York to- 
night. He will lend his assistance to-morrow, 
as willa constable from City island and Post- 
master R. H. Scott, of this place. ‘The last 
named has been at the head of the movement so 
far. So much time has been lost that it is hardly 
probable Miss Grote will be found alive, if found 
atall. But, on the otner hand, it is thought that 
she may be found in the hut or cave of one of 
the many tramps who infest the wooded district, 
and ig being kept secreted by him by threats. if 
‘she is not found to-morrow, urrangements will 
be made to continue the search through the 
night. 

here is a protective associution at Pelham 
Manor which offers a reward of $10 for any 
tramp arrested within two miles of the place. 
This takes in Bartow, and the notice of the re- 
ward is conspicuonsly posted on ail the highways 
hereabout So thetramps keep steadily on the 
railroad, which isthe tramp thoroughfare from 
New-York to Boston. The station agent says 
that as many as 25 tramps often pass ina night. 
Reaching the heavy woodland north of here they 
bivouac. it was through a section of this 
that Miss Grote passed on her way to the chest- 
nut tree, after which she expected to return to 
the apple orchard. The authorities at the 
county seat of Westchester, White Plains, have 
been notified and are expected totake some 
action. One thing is certain—it will be unsafe 
for any tramps to make themselves conspicuous 
here. At the hotel to-night threats of summary 
punishment on one and all were freely and 
openly uttered. 

A sister of Miss Grote and Miss Carrie Hart- 
mann, her intimate friend, are employed as 
servantsin afashionable home on Thirteenth- 
street, in this city. A dispatch sent to Annie 
Grote, giving the details of her sister’s disap- 

earance from Bartow, was carefully kept from 

er yesterday, but was given to Miss Hartmann, 
who will go to Bartow to-day. Miss Annie 
has suspected something was going wrong from 
the actions of the ,household, and was so byster- 
ica] Jast night that a doctor was calledin. The 
news will be kept trom her as long as possible. 
When Miss Hartmann leaves she will have to be 


told. 

Miss Hartmann tells a story that tends to com: 
plicate the case. Last Spring Mary, who has co 
mysteriously disappeared, was embdioyed in this 
city asanurse. He friend says that in Central 
Park, where she went several times a 
week, she .was often approached by a 
stylishly dressed young man. After a 
time she paid some attention to him, and they 
became quite intimate. Miss Carrie thinks this 
intimacy was continued after Mary went to the 
home of Mr. May. At any rate, she wrote Miss 
Hartmann that the young man was stopping at 

:the Windsor. Unfortunately this letter was de- 
stroyed and the young man’sname is not known. 

Yesterday Miss Hartmann visited a number of 
her friends—friends ot Mary as weli—in Seventy- 
first and Seventy-second streets. She found that 
the same young man who had pursued Mary in 
the Spring had been there just before her to ask 
if any tidings of Mary had been received or if 
her whereabouts were known.

READING'S LOST STOCK. 
A FORMAL NOTIFICATION FROM VANDER- 
BILT THAT HE HAS SOLD IT. 


PuHriApDELPpHiA, Oct. 10.—A fact which 
has mystified Third-street for along time, and 
which was first made public in THE TrMEs, that 
Jersey Central stock certificates, belonging to 
the Reading Railroad Company—a part of the 
50,000 shares on which Mr. Vanderbilt acvanced 
$45 a share and agreed to carry for the company 
—had appeared on the street, was made clear to- 
day when it became known that Mr. Vanderbilt 
had given notice to the Reading Company that 


he had sold the 50,000 shares of Jersey Central 
stock for the account of the company. This 
stock cost the Reading Company an average of 
$78 a share. When it ~— to fall and 
kept on falling, the Reading cmpany margined 
it down with the bankers and brokers who were 
carrying it to $45 a share, and then Mr, Vander- 
bilt took it up, agreeing to carry it for the com- 
pany. He sold it from $55 down, it is said, re- 
ceiving an average of $50a share for it. This 
amounts to a loss for the Reading Company of 
$28 a share, or a total loss of $1,400,000 on its Jer- 
sey Central transaction. Itis said that insiders 
in this city, on whose sales in this city and New- 
York Jersey Central was broken down this 
week from 5034 on Tuesday to 44% to-day, have 
been for some time in possession of the in- 
formation here given and which was not allowed 
to leak out until to-day, when it became public 
property, vouched for by undoubted authority. 
As usual, nothing could be ascertained at the 
Reading office. When the matter was mentioned 
to President Keim he did not deny it, but prac- 
tically admitted it, saying, politely, that it 
would not be proper for him to speak about the 
private affairs of the company.

WORCESTER’S BI-CENTENNIAL. 
REL Seeder 
THE EVENT TO BE PROPERLY COMMEMO- 
RATED BY ITS CITIZENS. 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 10.—T wo hundred 
years ago on the 15th day of October the little 
settlement at the head waters of the Blackstone 
River, near the beautiful Lake Quinsigamond, 
received the name of Worcester by act of the 
Great and General Court of Massachusetts Col- 
ony. This event the present prosperous city, 
which occupies the site of that rude settlement, 
proposes to celebrate in gq manner befiting its 
importance. The first grant of land 1n this yicin- 
ity was made by the General Court to Increase 
Nowell, of Charlestown, May 6, 1657. Other 
grants followed, and in 1664 the grantees united 
in petitioning the General Court to appoint a 


committee to explore the country and report 
upon its adyantages ior settlement. The inves- 
tigation was made in 1667, and the committee re- 
ported that a tract eight miles square (com- 

rising the whole of the present city of 

orcester and parts of Holden and Auburn) 
contained “very good chestnut tree and 
meadow land,” and that jt might, “with 
proper industry and effort, afford support for 60 
families.’ The claim of the Indians to the land 
was extinguished in 1674 by the payment to 
Sagamore Jchn and Sagamore Solomon of “£12 
in Jawful money or its equivalent,” the first in- 
stallment being two coats and four yards of 
trucking cloth, valued at 26s. In the Spring of 
1675 the work of settlement began and was 
vigorously prosecuted, all fear of Indian inter- 
ference having been allmyed by the purchase 
above mentioned and the apparent success of 
the Indian missionary John Eliot in his evangel- 
izing labors among the tribes of the vicinage the 
previous year. Late in the Summer of 1675, 
however, the King Philip war broke out, the 
older white settlements at Mendon, Brookfield, 
and Lancaster were sacked and burned, and the 
Worcester settlement, then variously known 
according to the fantastic spelling of 
the time as Quinsigamond, Quonsigamoag, 
Quonsiggermuck, Quansetamug, &c.. was aban- 
doned in terror. It was not until 1684 that a sec- 
ond settlement was made. The original settiers 
had too valuable a grant to let it slip, so in 1683 
they had the land resurveyed, and the following 
year they came here again. It was on the 15th 
of October, 1684, that the General Court, in ses- 
sion at Boston, granted the prayer of Major- 
Gen. Gookin, Capt. Prentice, and Capt. Dan 
Hinchman that their settlement be called 
Worcester. There are no records to show why 
the name Worcester was chosen. The word it- 
self is of Saxon derivation, and signifies war 
castie, Some antiquarians contend that the new 
settlement was named Worcester because some 
of its founders came originally from Worcester, 
England; but others incline to the belief that 
the name was chosen by the old Puritans who 
first came here, to commemorate Cromwell’s 
famous victory at Worcester over the forces of 
Charles II. 

Worcester continued but little more than a 
prosperous farming settlement for 150 years, but 
the building of the Blackstone Canal to tide- 
water at Providence in 1828, the construction of 
the Boston and Worcester Hailroad in 1835, and 
the Western Railroad in 1839, (which roads were 
afterward united as the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road,) gave it a decided advantage over its rival 
towns in Central Massachusetts, and its growth 
during the past half century has been steady and 
rapid until now it boasts a population of 70,000, 
whose industries are perhaps more varied than 
those of any other city of its size in the country. 

The first move in the direction of a celebra- 
tion of the bi-centennial of the naming of the 
city was made last May, when a petition signed 
by 50 prominent citizens was presented to the 
city Government asking that some proper notice 
be taken,of theeyent. In June the city Govern- 
ment made an appropriation of $5,000 for the 
celebration, and later on a joint committee of 
members of the city Council and prominent cit- 
izens was appointed under whose direction the 
Preliminary arrangements have been made. All 
the details are not yet complete, buta general 
plan has been decided upon. On the evening of 
Tuesday, Oct. 14, there is to be a general illumi- 
nation throughout the city, and literary 
exercises appropriate to the occasion will 
be held in Mechanics’ Hall, at which 
Mayor Charles G. Keed will preside and 
make a brief opening address. The formal ora- 
tion will be delivered by United States Senator 
George F. Hoar, of this city, who will spagk for 
about one houranda half. At the close of Mr. 
Hoar’s oration there will probably be other 
speaking by some of the distinguished gentle- 
men who will be present. Ail the Governors of 
the New-England States and all the Mayors of 
New-England cities have been invited to attend 
the celebration, and many of them have already 
accepted. Among other inyited guests will be 
Judge E. R. Hoar, of Concord, Mass.; ex-Attor- 
ney-General Charles Devens, the Rev. Edward 
Everett Hale, of Buston; George William Curtis, 
Col. T. W. Higginson, George Bancroft, the ven- 
erable historian, and Ben Perley Poore. On the 
morning of the 15th there will be fired 
a salute of 100 guns, and at noon and 
sunset 50 guns each, making the required 
200—one for each year that Worcester has borne 
itsname. The morning will be given uptoa 

rand military and civic procession, under the 
Chief Marshalship of Gen. Josiah Pickett, which 
will comprise all the military organizations of 
the city, the Fire Departmerit, and a host of 
civic societies. The procession, which is to be 
reviewed by several thousand school children on 
Court House Hill, will be ey by 
pumerous bands of music, and will be a mile 
or more inlength. Inthe afternoon there is to 
be a balloon ascension by J. K, Allen, the Provi- 
dence wronaut, who will take up with him Dr. 
Raymenton, President of the Natural History 
Society, and two other gentlemen. There will 
also be open air band concerts and a regatta at 
the lake—the latter under private auspices. In 
the evening there is to be given on Newton Hill, 
a sitely eminence overlooking Elm’ Park, 
the finest display ot fireworks ever scen in 
the city. An attempt was made to get up, as a 
prominent feature of the afternoon programme, 
a trades procession to represent not only the 
present industries of the city, but the various 
stages of their growth during the past 200 years, 
but the manufacturers and merchants, upon 
whom it would entail a great burden of expense 
and work, did not take kindly to the proposition 
andit was abandoned. it is expected that the 
decorations about town on the day of the cele- 
bration will be profuse and elaborate. The city 
has engaged a professional decorator, who has 
begun work upon the City Hall and the old 
South Church, and the framework for decorated 
arches over the principal streets through which 
the procession is to pass is being placed in posi- 
tion. The day will bea general holiday in the 
city, and thousands of people from the towns of 
Worcester County are expected to take part in 
the celebration.

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AN ELEOTRIC SHOCK FROM A SINK. 
From the Ithaca Journal, Oct, 9. 

Last evening as Mrs. Harriet Hollister, 
wife of Timothy Hollister, of No. 24 South Au- 
rora-street, was turning on the water from the 
faucet over the sink in her kitchen, using her 
right hand, her left hand being in contact with 
the iron lining of the sink, she was suddenly 
prostrated by asevere electric shock. Mrs. Hollis- 


ter’s first thought was that she bad been strick- 
en with paralysis or apoplexy, and this was also 
the opinion ofher family. Dr. E. J. Morgan, Sr., 
was summoned, and found that the inside of the 
thumb of her left hand had been blistered in sev- 
eral places. Thig led him to believe that Mrs. 
Hollister had received a strong electric shock 
from some source. About 20 minutes after 
her mother had been so peculiarly af- 
fected Miss Hattie Hollister, in drawing 
water from the same faucet, also re- 
ceived{ a shock, although not so _ strong 
as the first one had been. ‘he family then be- 
came convinced that the trouble existed in the 
water pipe and sink, This morning Manager 
Wolverton, of the Telephone Exchange, after a 
brief examination of the premises, found the 
secret of the trouble. Mr. Hoilister’s residence 
was connected with the Ithaca Hotel by a 
**dead”’ private selegraph wire. This wire had 
been crossed with the electric light wire. The 
“dead” wire was connected with the metallic 
roof on Mr. Hollister’s house, which in turn was 
connected by a tin water conductor with the 
water pipe leading to the sink. When the dyna- 
mo machine of the electric light company was 
in operation the current passed over the ** dead” 
wire to the tin roof and thence to the water 
pipe. It needed only the competion of the cir- 
cuit by Mrs. Hollister to obtain the full benefit 
of an artificial stroke of lightning. Mrs. Hollis- 
ter is about the house to-day as well asever. It 
is needless to say that the ** dead” wire will be re- 
moved at once.

We take this action because of our belief 
that the nomination of Mr. Blaine was a dis- 
credit to the party and his election would be a 
disaster to the Nation.

District 
propose to place in nomination Dr. William 
Everett, son of the late Edward Everett, and it 
is understood that he will be taken up by the 
Democrats, through the action of their District 
Committee, which meets to-morrow to nominate 
a candidate in place of John Quiney Adams, who 
declined.

THE CONTESTS IN SOME OF THE DISTRICTS— 
ONLY ABOUT ONE-THIRD OF THE EN 
ROLLED REPUBLICANS VOTING. 

Primaries were held last svening for the 
election of delegates py the Repubiieans to the 
County, Congressional, Assembly, and Alder- 
manie Conyentions, and to a Judicial Conven- 
tion in the Twenty-first District. In few of the 
districts was there any lack of harmony or any 
contests. Of the total enrollment of nearly 24,00) 
only a little over one-third yoted. 

In the Third Assemb!y District » contest was 
made by John J. O’Brien, through his friend 
Thomas F, Geary, against Charles N. Taintor, 
who led what was called the arti-machine 
ticket. It was claimed that only two 
of the six men on the O’Brien ticket 
for delegates to the County Convention had been 
consulted before the list was made up. One of 
the candidates came into the polling piace to say 
that the use of his name was entirely unauthor- 
ized. Of the 302 votes cast 236 were given to the 
ticket headed by Mr. Taintor and 8 were 
scratched. leaving 66 for the O’Brien ticket. 

Two primaries were held in the Fifteenth 
District. The County Committee had called the 
primary to be held at No. 472 Kighth-avenue. 
The regularly appointed Inspectors claimed that 
thev could not secure a room at No. 472 and ob- 
tained a polling piace at No. 468. Here they re- 
ceived the ballots of those quaiified to vote and 
held the enrollment lists. Meanwhile the machine 


party in the district, with a ticket headed by 
John R. Lydecker, went to No. 472 Eighth-ave- 
nue about 5 P. M. and made preparatians to hold 
another primary in the rooms that have been 
occupied by the Republican Association. They 
said that the County Committee had called the 
primary in that place and claimed that 
he Inspectors of Election could have 
obtained the rooms '___ there.

The ticket elected by 
the faction holding the reguiarly appointed 
rooms consists of John R. Lydecker, M. E. 
Clare, Richard Dwyer, Henry G. Leask. br. J. J. 
Goodman, M. R. Hollister, Frank Merkel, and 
John C. Fischer. It received 258 votes, while in 
the boxes were also 18 votes for the other ticket. 

There was a lively contestin the Twenty-first 
Distriet between the Hess and Roosevelt fac- 
tions. The polls were opened at 8 A. M., and 
from that time until the hour of closing the 
scene in Morton Hall, No. 8 Kast Fifty-ninth- 
street, Was an animated one. A committee, of 
which Joseph H. Choate was Chairman, 
nominated the Theodore Roosevelt ticket, 
which bore also, as delegates to the 
County Convention, the names of William 
H. Webb, Franklin A. Paddock, Artemas H. 
Holmes, Edward Mitchell, John H. Johnson, 
Benjamin Brewster, William L. Skidmore, Josiah 
M. Fiske, and John Sloane. This ticket was in- 
dorsed in a circular issued by Judge Noah Davis 
and 51 other pencionen. When it became ap- 
parent that the indorsement of Judge Davis 
was attracting votes from the Hess ele: 
ment circulars were issued speaking of 
this as the “secret conclave ticket,” and 
other means were taken in opposition to it. 
The voting, which wenton slowly during the 
day, teok onalivelier aspect in the evening, 
and voters were approached .some distance be- 
fore they reached the hall. Mr. Roosevelt was 
actively engaged in pressing the claims of his 
ticket, and Commissioner Hess seemed to be in- 
side and out of the building at about the same 
time. There was talk of bribery and other 
naughty things on both sides. After the votes 
were all in at 10 o’clock the counting of the bal- 
lots was watched with intense interest. Finally 
the result was announced after midnight. It 
was a victory for the Hess faction, whose ticket 
is given below, which polled 876 out of 688 votes, 

Inthe Twenty-second District an opposition 
ticket was voted In the afternoon. lt was head- 
ed by Immigration Commissioner Stephenson. 
This ticket was the outcome of a caucus held on 
Wednesday night, and the ticket wus sent to all 
the voters on the list late on Thursday fiight. 
Fi] pogular ticket was successful by a vote of 
275 to 91.

MR. SEYMOUR PRAISES CLEVELAND. 

Mx-Gov. Horatio Seymour has written a 
letter to the editor of the /rteman's Journal, of 
Cooperstown, N. J., in which he regrets that he 
cannot take an active part in the présent con- 
test on accountof his health, and he expresses 
deep interest in the result. Mr. Sey- 
mour sketches at some length the prog- 
ress of the country since the civil war, 
and speaks of its present needs. With 


the exception of manufacturers, he declares, 
nore other of our pursuits needs protection or 
aid from the Government. He discusses at some 
length the reduction and abolition of canal tolls, 
and says that this reduction led al! other routes 
to reduce their charges accordingly. ‘* There 
is,” he says, *‘no free trade party in our coun- 
try, nor one opposed to raising the lafgest 
share of our national revenue by taxes 
upon imports: * * * There will be none 
if high tariff men do not call it into existence by 
extreme measures.” But taxes, he argues, 
should be reduced. “ The erroneous idea that 
Europe is depending upon us for food is leadin 
us into many mistakes and into serious diffi- 
culties.” The ex-Governor fears that the at- 
tempt to foster one enterprise will be at the 
expense of others, and regards the outlook for 
farmers as not favorable, unless the resources of 
commerce with South America be developed. 

In ¢onciusion Mr. Seymour says: “Gov. Cleve- 
land, the Democratic candidate, is an able, firm, 
and thoughtful man, who has risen to the posi- 
tion of Governor of this State by the faithful 
Earpiece of duties in the official positions he 

asheld. His unflinching courage in carrying 
out his trusts and his unquestioned integrity 
give him astrong hold upon the confidence of 
the public. The excitements of the Presidential 
contest have not drawn him away from his du- 
ties at the Capitol of this State.”’

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CrIcaGo, Oct. 10.—The leading Produce mar- 
kets were dull to-day and most of them were easier 
till about noon, when a wave of strength started in 
Corn, which soon spread into other quarters. The 
weather was fine for the season, our receipts of Grain 
larger than the recent average except in Corn, afid the 
shipping movemert was dull, while advices from 
other points were not favorable to higher prices 
for Breadstuffs. Provisions were fairly active, 
chiefly in Lard, as for several days past, and the mar- 
ket was weaker, in spite of rather better prices for 
Hogs here and advices of greater strength in Liver- 
pool, while exporters have received more liberal 


orders, though limited very closely. There was “an 
elegant” trade in Meats for shipment, and some Lard 
was taken, but the market weakened as a result of fine 
weather, which some people thought will cnporiegs 
larger receipts 6f Hogs in the near future. Also, it is 
understood, there was considerable selling of ‘Lard 
here yesterday on account of New-York es who 
had previously bought to ship but concluded to re- 
alize at the outset to-day. This led to the belief that 
& good deal more was to be thrown in the same way, 
and this made buyers hold off fo lower 
prices, but Geddes bought later, and there was 
more outside buying at the decline, chiefiy 
for the deferred futures. October Lard broke 
25c,, to $7 50, with free selling by Bliss, and reacted to 
$7 65. November declin Oc., to $7 30, but closed 
at $7 40, and January sold oe. above that range. 
February Lard sold at $7 7 4734. 

Ribs declined 30c., to $9 5U, 
while other deliveries were 

$7 65 for November and $6 55@86 60 
Green Hams were stronger, and sold }¢c. higher for de- 
livery in December a January. Pork tor the first 
month of next year sold down 10c., at $12 60, but 
closed at $12 70, with the year about 6c. less, and Oc- 
tober was quict at $16 50, being the nominal price for 
several days previously. 

Flour was rather more active, chiefly owing to the 
purchase of a few low gtades for Canada. Tne local 
trade was light, and prices were unchanged.

The Hon. Horatio SEYMOUR ; has writ- 
ten a letter for publication in’ which he 
makes an appeal for a more thoughtful 
consideration in this canvass of the ques- 
tions which affect the material interests 
vf the country. Hesays that there is no 
free trade party in this country, nor one 
ppposed to raising the largest share of our 
national revenue by taxes upon imports, 
but he points out very clearly the in- 

‘jury to all interests, including manu- 
factures, of ‘excessive taxation, which 
raises the cost of production and restricts 
the market for products. He shows the 
disastrous effect that would be produced 
pn the greatest of all our interests, that of 
gericulture, if the teachings of our high 
protectionists were to be adopted by Eu- 
ropean nations. He advocates a policy 
that shall benefit all our interests without 
building up one at the expense of another, 
and winds up by expressing his high 
opinion of Gov. CLEVELAND. 


Additional proof that Commissioner 
DuDLFY is using the Pension Bureau as a 
machine for influencing voters in Ohio 
und indiana is furnished from Washing- 
ton. While he is directing his special 
pgents in Ohio, the employés in the office 
at Washington are, by his orders, engaged 
lmost exclusively upon applications for 
pensions filed by citizens of Ohio, Indiana, 
‘and one or two other close States.

The story is the same everywhere in 


this State. Whatever county a corre- 
spondent makes his inquiries in, the Re- 
publican politicians say that the inde- 
pendent movement amounts to nothing, 
the Prohibitionist vote will be small, and 
the Irish Democrats are disaffected. The 
Democratic politicians are unable to find 
the disaffected Irishman, but they know 
of many independents and have great 
respect for the strength of the 
Prohibitionist vote. The independents 
themselves think they amount to some- 
thing, and the Prohibitionists are quite 
sure they will hold out long enough to 
cast their votes for St. JoHn. Out of all 
the conflicting statements may be evolved 
the conclusion that there is an occasional 
disaffected Irishman, there are independ- 
ent Republicans enough to affect the vote 
very seriously in all populous places, and 
that the Prohibition vote is a much larger 
factor than it ever was before in a Pres- 
idential canvass, 

The selection of BLAINE by the Repub- 
lican Convention and the rejection of such 
a man as EDMUNDS seem to have had upon 
the party in Michigan an effect that may 
be described as soporific rather than in- 
vigorating. Our correspondent who has 
been making inquiries in that State has 
found that many Republicans who regret 
the party’s action are indifferent as to 
party success. To these men, whose 
attitude is important in a_ State 
where fusion may defeat the Repub- 
licans, the prospect of a Democratic 
national Administration is not so re- 
pulsive as the success of BLAINE, the job- 
ber, and of the jobbers who surround him 
and admire him, would be. This feeling 
may not only weaken the support of the 
Republican national ticket, but also have 
an unfortunate effect in the Congressional 
contests, for in some of the districts the 
Republican candidates are men whose 
contempt for reform is as great as their 
admiration for BLAINE and what he repre- 
sents in politics and government. 

The Episcopal Congress at Philadelphia 
has entered the field of social science 
with marked precipitation. In the dis- 
cussion upon the question ‘‘Is Our Civili- 
zation Just to Workingmen?”’ Mr. New- 
TON, of this city, observed that ‘the 
laborer is entitled to a just share of the 
wealth he creates,” and Mr. Baker, of 
Brooklyn, ‘‘ favored a war against capi- 
tal.” These remarks are altogether too 
general to do any good, while they are 
specific enough to do much mischief. 
The belief that “‘something ought to 
be done” is almost universal, while 
an agreement upon what exactly 
ought te be done seems to be en- 
tirely hopeless. It is at this point 
that the difficulties of the question begin. 
They are not to be surmounted by vague 
declamation nor by general announce- 
ments like Mr. NEwTon’s announcement 
that the laborer is entitled to a just share 
of the wealth he creates, which is 
another way of saying that justice re- 
quires that justice shall be done, and 
does not take us far. It is, however, a 
harmless proposition, which is more than 
can be said of Mr. BAKER’s proposal for 
‘‘a war against capital.” It is eminently 
desirable that people should refrain from 
generalities upon this topic, above all 
others, and hold their peace in public until 
they have a specific remedy to propose 
for a definite disease. 





THE STRUGGLE IN OHIO. 


The Republican majority in Ohio at the 
Presidential election of 1868 was over 
41,000 and in 1872 over 37,000. In 1876 it 
fell to 7,516, but in 1880 rose to 384,227. 
HAYES was elected Governor in 1875 by a 
majority of 5,544, and the Republican 
candidate for Secretary of State in Octo- 
ber, 1876, by 6,636. In 1877 the Democrats 
for the first time in many years obtained 
a plurality, but no majority, for their 
candidate for Governor, there being 
separate nominations by the Work- 
ingmen, Prohibitionists, and Greenback- 
ers, which obtained an aggregate of 
more ~ than 34,000 votes. In 1878 the 
Republicans elected their Secretary .of 
State by a plurality of 3,154, the Green- 
back vote rising to 38,332 and that of the 
Prohibitionists being 5,682. In 1879 Fos- 
TER’S plurality for Governor was 27,129 
and his majority over all 3,352. At the 
October election of 1880 the Republican 
candidate for Secretary of State had a 
plurality of 19,005 and a majority of 9,404. 
In 1881 Gov. FosTER was re-elected by a 
plurality of 24,309 and a majority over all 
of 1,244. The next year a Democratic 
Secretary of State was chosen by a plural- 


‘ity of 19,115 and a majority of 1,559, and 


last year HOADLY’s plurality for Governor 
was 12,629 and his majority 1,318. 

During the greater part of this time the 
vote in State elections has been compara- 
tively light and greatly disturbed by local 
issues. The figures in themselves are sug- 
gestive of nothing but uncertainty, but 
there has always been a strong presump- 
tion that with a full vote and a fair meas- 
ure of strength between the parties on 
national issues the Republicans could 
count on a safe majority for their can- 
didates. Thef are now engaged in a 
struggle for the control of the State 
which in some respects is unparalleled in 
our history. They are putting forth all 
their energies and applying every resource 
at their command tocarry the October 
election in the hope that it may be a pre- 
lude to victory in November. Itis certain 
that if they cannot carry the State now it 
will be useless to attempt it in November, 
and that every hope for the national con- 
test will be gone. 

They have no disadvantage except the 
weakness of the national ticket, and that 
is practically acknowledged by the des- 
perate efforts they are making in the State 
canvass. The national organization is 
concentrating its whole force upon the 
Ohio election, and. it has resorted to a 
number of: unusual expedients. One of 
the most desperate and disreputable of 
these is using as their active agents the 
officials and employés of the Federal Gov- 
ernment whose time and zeal are paid for 
by the people of the whole country. This 


in power can enjoy and which no party 
would resort to in the present condition 
of public sentiment except in a desperate 
strait. They are parading their candidate 
in a most undignified manner through the 
State for the sole purpose of producing 
excitement and preventing a calm consid- 
eration of the issues of the canvass. They 
are using him in a direct effort to pro- 
duce votes through the agency of a 
factitious enthusiasm, great expense be- 
ing lavished upon parades and fireworks, 
which are relied on to revive the glow 
of party feeling. There are also evidences 
of a resort to the trick of colonizing 
voters and distributing bribes and prom- 
ises in the most lavish manner. 

If in spiteof all these efforts and de- 
vices it turns out that the party has lost 
its hold upon the State its case will be 
hopeless indeed. But if it succeeds in 
carrying the election it will be only the 
retention of a Republican State after a 
desperate struggle in a State canvass, in 
which the national issue will be but indi- 
rectly concerned. BLAINE will still await 
the judgment of the people on his own 
case. It will not be settled even in 
Ohio, and it is not likely to be materially 
affected in other States. There will re- 
main three weeks for the digestion of the 
awful mass of evidence which shows the 
unworthiness of Mr. BLAINr’s character 
and for the convictions of the people to 
settle down to a final verdict. The great 
tide will not be turned back. 


SANBORN’S INVESTMENT. 


One of the men,in Maine to whom 
James G. BLAINE sold Little Rock and 
Fort Smith stock and bonds in 1869 was 
JosEPpH A. SANBORN. The correspondent 
of the Chicago News has been allowed by 
Mr. SANBORN’s son to copy and publish 
several letters relating to the transaction, 
which were written by BLAINE to the 
father, who died in 1877. These lettets 
reveal a new series of Blaine falsehoods, 
and we will point out some of them. 

Desiring to induce Mr. SANBORN to in- 
vest in the securities, BLAINE told him, on 
Sept. 17, 1869, that the profits would be, 
in his opinion, ‘‘$3 for $1 inside of two 
years.” In other letters he described the 
prospective value of the investment in 
glowing terms. ‘‘ You will smile when I 
tell you,” he wrote from Boston Oct. 23, 
1869, ‘‘ that they say here it [the stock] will 
pay 500 per cent. in ten years.” A few 
days later he wrote again urging San- 
BORN to come to some conclusion because 
he, BLAINE, was ‘‘ not able to prolong the 
option. You know,” he continued, .‘*I 
never urge any man into a speculation, 
but the more I see and know of this the 
more confidence I feel in it.” Nearly two 
years later BLAINE admitted, in another 
letter, that he had guaranteed a part of 
SANBORN’S investment. Compare these 
statements with the letter recently pub- 
lished, written by BLAINE to W. D. LEE 
on Aug. 10, 1882, in which he said: “I 
never in my life recommended a loan to 
any one or assumed any responsibility for 
another man’s investment.” 

Perhaps the most barefaced falsehood 
revealed by this correspondence is found 
in BLAINE’s letter to SANBORN dated Oct. 
26, 1869, in which he endeavored to show 
that the railroad company’s land grant 
was very valuable. ‘‘ Senator Rice,” he 
says, ‘‘ thinks the grant is worth $40,000,- 
000. There can be no doubt that it is 
worth $15,000,000 to $20,000,000.” The 
grant consisted of 1,600,000 acres. ‘It 


.is selling,” wrote BLAINE, “‘ at a minimum 


of $10 per acre.” But there was in the 
act of Congress of April 10, 1869, which 
was saved by BLAINe’s ruling, and which 
renewed the grant, the following impor- 
tant proviso: 

** Provided, That the land granted by the act 
hereby revived shall be sold to actual settlers 
only in quantities not greater than one-quarter 
of a section to one purchaser and fora price not 
exceeding two dollars and fifty cents per acre.” 

This proviso was not repealed until 
March 8, 1870, and the repealing act—an 
act of the greatest importance to those 
who held land grant bonds—was referred 
to by BLAINE, in his explanation of April 
24, 1876, as one ‘‘that was merely to rec- 
tify a previous mistake in legislation.” 
The point for consideration now is that, 
when BLAINE assured SANBORN that the 
land was “selling at a minimum of $10 
per acre,” the law required that it should 
not be sold for more than $2 50 per acre. 
Not until nearly four months later was 
the restriction removed. 

In the same letter BLAINE told SANBORN 
that while the traffic of the road would 
easily puy the interest on the mortgage 
and preferred stock, the common stock 
was a great thing and would be worth 
‘$2 or $38 for $1,” and added that it was 
*‘ offered only among friends, in acon- 
fidential way.” He also wrote’ that each 
subscriber. would receive ‘‘ $3 for $1,” or 
for every $1,000 a certificate for $1,000 in 
common stock, one for $1,000 in preferred 
stock, and one for $1,000 in first mort- 
gage bonds. During the investigation 
ATKINS testified that the common rate of 
subscription in Boston at that time had been 
“four for one,” and that a great many 
bonds were sold in that way. This.was 
confirmed by FISHER and by BLAINE him- 
self. The ‘‘ four for one” included land 
grant bonds, and BLAINE assured SAn- 
BORN that the land grant bonds had been 
created to ‘‘ pay off the old debts” of the 
company. 

It also appears that BLAINE was de- 
ceiving FISHER about the sale to SANBORN 
by telling him that he himself had taken 
half of the securities sold. In November 
BLAINE urged SANBORN to conceal from 
FISHER the fact that he had not ‘taken 
half, but had only reserved an option for 
half. ‘‘ Just let that,” he wrote, ‘‘ be pri- 
vate between us.” 

When the company. got. into . trouble 


and the securities became almost worth-. 


less SANBORN began to.ask disagreeable 
questions. In response BLAINE asked for 
a list of the securities, saying ‘‘ I wish to 
so manage that no, harm will come to any 
of us if I can prevent it.” SaNBORN’s 
bonds and those of CHARLES M. BaILey 
were placed in. his hands‘to be nego- 
tiated. BLAINE gave a’ receipt. on 
May 17,” 1871, in which he agreed 
to “‘account for said bonds at a rate 
of 70 cents on the dollar before June 17. 


1871.” The papers show that a settlement 
was made in accordance with the terms 
of this receipt two weeks later. What 
became of these bonds? Mr. BLaIn® said 
in his speech of April 24, 1876, that “in 
the Spring of 1871 * * * the Atlantic 
and Pacific Company took $100,000 of the 
Little Rock Company’s bonds and $100,000 
of its stock for the gross sum of $79,000.” 
With the circumstances attending the 
negotiation he was “entirely familiar.” 


ITALIAN MURDERS. 

The murder in Roosevelt-street on Thurs- 
day night had all the characteristics of 
the homicides to which our Italian resi- 
dents have accustomed us. It was trans- 
acted with a minimum of display and 
noise, the victim was beyond help when 
the affray came to the knowledge of any- 
body beyond the immediate participants 
in it, and there was no evidence to be got 
from any of these, 

These facts would show the murder to 
be distinctively Italian. We do not recall 
any Italian murder resulting from an 
affray in which the murderer was con- 
victed by the evidence of the bystanders. 
This wasa particularly conspicuous cir- 
cumstance of the murder in Roosevelt- 
street and of the murder in Harlem not long 
ago, because in each case there were a num- 
ber of witnesses whose testimony, if they 
had chosen to give it, would have identified 
the murderer and secured his conviction. 
There seems, however, to be a feeling 
among the Italian malefactors that when 
aman appeals to or accepts the arbitra- 
ment of his quarrels by the knife it is 
dishonorable for him or his friends to 
appeal afterward to the law. 

No doubt the habitual commission of 
murder is a blemish in the moral char- 
acter of whoever indulges himself in the 
practice, and it must be owned that the 
Italian colony commits murders quite be- 
yond its numerical quota. But it does not 
seem to be true that these murders con- 
stitute a menace to society. Italian 
murders are almost always inspired by 
sudden passion and commonly result 
from convivial quarrels. The victims are 
almost invariably Italians. In fact, we 
recall only one murder by an Italian in 
New-York of a person not an Italian, 
and that was perpetrated upon the 
foreman of a factory whose discharge 
of an Italian was resented by the 
Italian with a knife. In that case the 
murderer suffered the penalty of the law. 
It is no doubt a reproach to the adminis- 
tration of justice that Italians should be 
permitted to kill each other with impu- 
nity. Considering them, however, not as 
individuals but as a distinct element in 
our population, and from the point of 
view not of criminal law but of public 
safety, there is little to be apprehended 
from them until they turn from killing 
each other in confidence to killing people 
of other nationalities. When that is done 
the homicides are likely to be committed 
in the presence of witnesses who will not 
be restrained by a fastidious sense of deli- 
cacy from relating what they have seén. 


HE WAS NEVER EXONERATED. 

A Watertown reader of THE TIMES 
writes tous thata Blaine friend of his 
rebuked him the other day for, referring 
to the Mulligan letters as convincing evi- 
dence of Mr. BLAINE’s unfitness to be 
President, and made the astonishing state- 
ment that’ a committee of the House of 
Representatives had examined the charges 
to which the letters relate and had fully 
exonerated Mr. BLAINE. He cited as his 
authority for this assertion Mr. CHARLES 
R. SKINNER, Republican member of Con- 
gress from the Twenty-second District. 

We have also received a letter from a 
correspondent in Tenafly, N. J., calling 
our attention to the Tribune’s report of 
some remarks made by Mr. WILLIAM 
WALTER PHELPS at an alleged ‘ great 
Republican demonstration” at Tenafly on 
the evening of Oct. 6. In addressing the 
throngs which, according to the Tribune, 
had gathered there from Tenaply, [sic,] 
from Nyak, [sic,] and from Sparkbill, 
[sic,] Mr. PHELPS is reported to have used 
the following language: ‘‘ These were the 
charges made in the Spring of 1876. This 
was the case he carried to the jury of his 
countrymen. The charges came first be- 
fore Democratic committees of a Demo- 
cratic House, and all those committees 
either acquitted him or dropped the in- 
vestigations.” 

We do not believe that Congressman 
SKINNER ever said that a committee of 
the House exonerated Mr. BLAINE on the 
charges brought against him in the Spring 
of 1876, for such is not the case. Mr. 
PHELPS may have said that “‘ all those com- 
mittees either acquitted him or dropped 
the investigation,” for he has been much 
too near Mr. BLAINE in recent years not 
to have contracted some of his vices of 
misstatement and hasty, unfounded asser- 
tion. The truth is that the burden of 
these charges has never been lifted from 
Mr. BLAINE by any Congressional com- 
mittee, and that instead:of being 
** dropped,” as Mr. PHELPS says, the in- 
vestigation begun by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House in 1876 was. inter- 
rupted because Mr. BLAINE had a sun- 
stroke, or pretended to have one, and then 
came to an end: because he was appointed 
to fill out;Lort M. MorriLu’s unexpired 
term in the Senate, and so was removed 
from the jurisdiction of the House and its 
committees. 

The report of the evidence taken under 
the Luttrell and Tarbox resolutions of in- 
quiry into ‘‘the disposal of the subsidies 
granted certain railroad companies” is 
contained in Miscellaneous Document No. 
176 of the House of Representatives, 
Forty-fourth Congress. The last meeting 
of the committee of which a report is 
there given was held on Saturday, June 
10, 1876, when the examination of 
witnesses was adjourned until the 
following Monday, Mr. BLAINE ask- 
ing this favor on account of ‘‘the 
absence of his two _ colleagues, 
Messrs. Hate and Frye.” The next 
day, Sunday, June 11, Mr. Buaine had 
his ‘sunstroke, and when the Judiciary 
Committee met on Monday the examina- 
tion was further postponed two weeks. 
But by the evening of the following Mon- 
day, June 19, Mr. BLaIne had so far re- 
covered aa to make a speech at a meeting 


called to ratify the nomination of HAYEs 


and WuHeketer. On Tuesday, June 27, 
however, Mr. BLAINE was again feoling 
poorly, and he left Washington for 
Augusta, so the investigation was again 
postponed. Méanwhile Senator MORRILL 
had been appointed Secretary of the 
Treasury, and on July 9 Mr. BLAINE’s res- 
ignation as a member of Congress from 
Maine was telegraphed to the House by 
Gov. Connor, and on July 10 his appoint- 
ment as Senator to fill the unexpired term 
of Mr. MorRILL took effect. THz Nrw- 
York Times of Wednesday, July 12, con- 
tains the following: 
“ WASHINGTON, July 11. 

“ At the meeting of the House Judiciary Com- 
mtttee this morning, when the question came 
up of postponing the investigation into certain 
bond transactions alleged to have been had by 
Mr. BLAINE with the Northern Pacific and other 
railroads receiving Government aid, a telegram 
was received from his physician saying that Mr. 
BLAINE’s condition was such that perfect free- 
dom from mental excitement or exertion was 
absolutely necessary to his recovery, and sug- 
gesting that there should be nothing further 
done until his recovery was assured. The com- 
mittee thereupon postponed the investigation 
until the next session of Congress, and all the 
witnesses were discharged.” 


This shows why the investigation was 
“dropped.” It was not for lack of ma- 
terial or from insufficiency of proof that 
Mr. BLAINE was a corrupt man, but be- 
cause it was claimed by his physician 
and friends that the precarious state of 
his physical health forbade any further in- 
quiry as to his moral behavior. 

In a valuable pamphlet history of Mr. 
BLAINE’s connection with railroads, issued 
by the Boston Republican and Independ- 
ent Committee of One Hundred, to which 
we are indebted for the dates showing the 
order of events in this chapter of the mag- 
netic statesman’s career, we find the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘ When Congress next met the 
country was face to face with thé dangers 
growing out of the question whether 
HAYES or TILDEN was elected President, 
and the whole time of Congress was sub- 
stantially occupied with the effort to set- 
tle the question. Mr. BLAINE was Senator, 
and the jurisdiction of the House over him 
was questionable. Under these circum- 
stances the investigation was not pressed.” 
We have shown, we think, that so far as 
Congress is concerned Mr. BLAINE is still 
far from vindication from the charges 
based on the Mulligan letters. 





MARRIAGE BY TELEGRAPH. 


Whatever may be its advantages, mar- 
riage by telegraph is not alwayssafe. The 
truth of this has just been learned by sad 
experience by a widow lady who married 
by telegraph a man’ whom she had never 
seen, but whom she believed, on the faith 
of his letters, to be a leading citizen of his 
particular town. Some time after the 
wedding the bride met her husband, and 
was greatly disappointed to find that he 
was a mulatto barber with a firm deter- 
mination to abandon shaving and profes- 
sional conversation and to live exclusively 
on his wife’s money. 

Marriage by telegraph was doubtless in- 
vented by some woman who was without 
a wedding dress and who was unwilling 
to postpone marriage until she could ob- 
tain one. ‘She thought that, if she stood 
at one end of a telegraph wire and her 
intended husband stood at the other end 
in company with a Methodist minister, 
she could answer the minister’s questions, 
receive his benediction, and thus find her- 
self a wife, without attracting attention 
to her shabby dress and her last year’s 
bonnet, When a woman holding these 
views finds a man willing to marry her on 
condition that he need not trouble him- 
self to call on her until such time as he 
may find it perfectly convenient a 
marriage by telegraph is arranged. No 
harm would come of such a marriage cere- 
mony were the participants to remain 
apart forever, but when the pair under- 
take to live together the situation be- 
comes a very undesirable one. No tele- 
graphic marriage has yet been brought 
before a court for decision as to its validi- 
ty. Such marriages have been confined 
to the Western States, where it is so easy 
to get a divorce that no dissatisfied hus- 
band or wife ever takes the trouble to have 
a marriage set aside on the ground that it 
was illegal. There can be no doubt, how- 
ever, that no man residing in, say, Chi- 
cago ‘can be married to a woman in, say, 
Cincinnati by simply using the telegraph 
wire in the presence of some variety of 
reckless minister. If an agreement to 
marry when made by telegraph constitutes 
a legal marriage people can be married 
by letter as well as by telegraph. If a 
man and a woman write to a minister 
that they desire to be married, and if the 
minister—after receiving his fee—writes 
them a certificate that they are married, 
the marriage is at least as good as a tele- 
graphic marriage. 

The bride and the groom are in neither 
case present in the sense in which a bride 
and groom must be present in order to 
enter into a valid marriage contract in the 
presence of a minister. The marriage 
would be quite as good were the minister 
to marry the groom in January and the 
bride three months later. As to the min- 
isters who lend themselves to such a 
mockery of law and morality.as a 
marriage by telegraph, they certainly 
deserve the attention of a Grand Jury, 
since they are lending their aid to enable 
foolish people to live in a state of concubi- 
nage, and are therefore accessories before 
the fact.

The announcement that a compromise 
is likely to be effected upon the Redis- 
tribution bill promises to dispose of one of 
the most threatening questions of British 
politics—a question all the more threaten- 
ing because it is not less a social thana 
political question. The truth probably is 
that the Conservatives have become con- 
vinced of the hopelessness of resisting 
the clear will of the nation. Lord 
SALISBURY, except when his temper 
gets the better of his judgment, does 
not lack political sense and the ability to 


read the signs of the times, and any com-" 


promise of which he approves will be like- 
ly to pass the House of Lords. On the 
other hand, Lord HaRTINGTON, one of the 
Liberal members of the Committee of 
Conference, represents the moderate wing 
of the party, while Sir CHARLES DILKE is 
the only Radical in the body. There is 
little chance, therefore, that the outcome 
of the committee’s labors will secure the 
English people a really representative leg- 
islature.

OPERA BOUFFE AT WALLACKR’S. 

The French residents of the city were 
largely represented in the audience at Wallack’s 
Theatre last evening, and ** La Timbale d’Argent”’ 
awakened hilarity that under less favorable cir- 
cumstances: would scarcely have been aroused. 
As a musical achievement “ La Timbale” is by 
no means remarkable for originality or elab- 
orateness, and its story, from an Anglo- 
Saxon standpoint, is simply nasty, Vas- 
seur’s opera, however, was not in- 
tended for the English market. nor was it 
written with a view to delighting posterity sim- 
ultaneously with Bojeldieu’s and Auber’s leg- 
acies, and the fact that it drew enormous audi- 
ences for many hundred nightsin Paris is suf- 
ficient evidence of the composer’s familiarity 


with the wants of the Parisian public. As 
noted already, its representation last night 
kept the listeners in high spirits for 
quite three hours. Mile. Letort carried off 
the honors of tbe performance, and although 
her voice showed traces of the hard work the 
songstress has done since the season commenced, 
it was sufticiently fresh and powerful to fall 
upon the ear as gratefully as the tones of a cor- 
net amid the cacophony produced by a score of 
Chinese instruments. Mile. Lefort personated, of 
course, Muller, and Mme. Théo was Molda. Mme. 
Théo changes her garb with great frequency, but 
the difference between the several personages 
she has portrayed is as slender as the difference 
between her dresses is marked. She was at her 
best in the supper scene, during which she sang 
“Le petit bleu,” in her rendering of which the 
practicedgeye is supposed to be potent to detect 
something very naughty and proportionaily 
nice, and, in response to an encore, she gave 
the little English song which she has lately 
committed to memory, and in which 
she carefully displaces the tonic accent 
to impart to her words the _ desirable 
Gallic tiavor. As on most occasions, the fun was 
supplied by MM. Meziéres and Duplin, whose 
methods are unvarying, but whose humor and 
grotesqueries never tail of their cheering effect. 
Mlle. Nordall’s Fichtel proved the most interest- 
ing thing that somewhat unsympathetic young 
artist has accomplished since her first appearance 
in this country. The minorrdles were capably 
sustained, and both chorus and band were in ex- 
cellent torm.

OCTOBER CROP RETURNS.

GOOD RESULTS OF THE HARVEST REPORTED 
BY THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The Department 

of Agriculture reports that-the October returns 

of corn average higher for condition than in the 
past five years, but not so high as in any of the 
remarkable corn years from 1875 ta 1879 inclusive, 

The general average is 93, which is very nearly 

an average of any series of 10 years, and indi- 


cates about 26 bushels per acre on a breadth 
approximating 70,000,000 acres. The region be- 
tween the Mississippi and the Rocky Mountain 
slopes again presents the highest figures, which 
in every State rise a little above the normal 
standard of full condition: No State east of the 
Mississippi returns condition as high as 100, 
The lowest figures are in West Virginia, 
73; Ohio, 74; . Louisiana, 74; Texas, 80; 
South Carolina, 8. The reduction wag 
caused by drought. There is complaint of 
drought in the Onio Valley and in the Atlantic 
and Gulf States, but not suificiently severe to 
reduce seriously the yield. The early plant is 
everywhere matured. Late plantings in the 
Southern States have suffered for want of Sum- 
mer rains, and will be light and not well filled. 
Very little injury has been done by frosts. 
There was frost in Vermont on Aug. 25, andin 
several border States about the middle of Sep- 
tember, with slight injury to iate corn. Dam- 
age by chinch bugs and other insects has been 
slight. The whext crop will exceed that of last 
year by about 109,000,000 bushels. Thrashing is 
slow and late, with results thus far confirmin 
the indications of former reports. ‘The yield 
per acre willaverage about 1344 bushels. 

The quality of the present wheat crop is gen- 
erally very good, especially inthe Eastern and 
Middle States, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minne- 
sota. Some depreciation in quality is noted in 
Indiana, Llinois, Iowa, Missouri, and Kansas. 
The average for the entire breadth is 96. The in- 
dicated yieid of rye is about 12 bushels per acre. 
The quality issuverior. The yield of oats is a 
little above the average, yielding about 27 bush- 
els: per acre and making acrop a ee 
570,000,000 bushels ot good quality. e barley 
crop makes a yield of nearly 23 bushels per acre 
and a product exceeding 50,000,000 bushels of 
average quality. The condition of buckwheat 
averages 87, indicating a crop slightly under an 
average. The condition of the potato crop is rep- 
resented by 88, which is five points lower than 
in October of last year. It is two points 
lower than in 1879 and 1882, and the same 
as in 1880. The October returns of cotton indi- 
cate a reduction of nearly eight points in the 
average of condition, from 82.5 to 14.7 as the re- 
sult of continued drought in Pape ge & develop- 
mentand destroying the vitality of the plants. 
The prospect of a top crop is reduced to a mini- 
mum. Drought has been general and its effect 
manifest in every State. Of 10 successive cro 
only two bave averaged lower in condition in 
October. These were in}i88land 1883, when the 
averages were 66 and 68, respectively. The aver- 
age wasi88 in the great crop year, 1882. _ The State 
averages are as follows: Virginia,‘ 81; North 
Carolina, 7#; South Carolina, 80; Georgia, 79; 
Florida, 84; Alabama, 74; Mississippi, 76: Louis- 
iana, 77; Texas, 62; Arkansas, 76; Tennessee, 85. 
The returns of local estimates of yield per acre

THE SEASON OF GERMAN OPERA. 
—— 


DR. DAMROSCH ON THE ARTISTS HE HAS 
ENGAGED AND HIS PLANS. : 

Dr. Leopold Damrosch, the musical di- 
r of the Metropolitan Opera House, re- 
turned from Europe yesterday, in the North 
German Lloyd steamship Ems, Dr. Damrosch 
gailed from New-York on Aug. 13 last, on the 
seemingly forlorn quest of organizing a com- 
pany of German artists to give opera at the 
Metropolitan during the coming season. His 


mission was successful beyond even his fondest 
anticipations, and he comes back after only five 
weeks’ sojourn in Germany very much pleased 
with the result of his trip. 

Dr. Damrosch was found last evening at his 
residence, No. 160 East Forty-sixth-street. look- 
ing the picture of heelth and satisfaction. “* We 
had,” said he, “* tempestuous weather during the 
first half of the voyage, but pleasant weather 
during the last half,and a remarkably quick 
passage—just nine days from Bremen. hile 
abroad I made my headquarters at Berlin, from 
whence I made, as occasion required, flying trips 
to Vienna, Leipsic, Hamburg, and other musical 
centres, and succeeded in getting together a 
first-class company in every respect. I had to 
contend not only against the difficulty thatall of 
the artists were under engagements, from which 
in many cases they could not escape except 
‘by the payment of heavy forfeits, but also the 
equally serious obstacle that they were in re- 
ceipt of tempting offers from other parties. But 
I was personally acquainted with most of them, 
and then, too, the idea of forming a company of 
German artists to produce grand operain New- 
York appealed to them with all the force of 
novelty, and furthermore touched their national 
pride. For these reasons they consented to come 
with me to New-Yorkjin preference to going 
elsewhere. 

“In selecting my company I was, of course, 
governed primarily by artistic merit, but I also 
kept in view social requirements and picked out 
ladies and gentlemen. For example, Frau 
Schroeder-Hanfstaegel, besides being a vocal 
and dramatic artist of the highest order, is a 
lady of high social position, being the wife of 
Herr Hanfstaegel, the wealthy ana famous 

hotographer of Munich. Herr Schott, Frau 

raus, Frau Materna, Fraulein Brandt, Dr. 
Robinson, and Fraulein Bely are likewise ali 
menand women of social distinction. I have 
also been careful to get artists who will sing and 
not merely stand before the footlights on ex- 
hibition. The chorus also has been selected 
from all the leading opera bouses of Germany, 
and is composed of persons who are recognized 
as the best in their way. 

“T have been especiaily fortunate in the en- 
gagement of Herr Hack, who is undoubtedly 
the best stage manager in Germany and is par- 
icularly skillful in the’ production of scenic ef- 
ects. e was to have sailed with me, but was 
unavoidably detained. He sailed four days later. 
He comes over thus early in order to have the 
new scenery and costumes prepared under his 
a supervision. Thechorus will sail in a 

ody on the 15th inst., and the principal artists, 

with the exception of Materna, will sai] at their 
convenience so as to reach here about two wecks 
before the opening of the season, which wiil 
take place on Noy. 17. Fsau Materna will be 
prevented by her engagement in Vienna from 
coming over before December.” 

Dr. Damrosch added that he has not yet fully 
repared his répertoire, and is consequently not 
n a position to say with what opera the season 

will opened. He will conduct the orchestra 
himself. The season, as at present mapped out, 
will comprehend 88 evening and 12 matinée 
rformances, and wilj end onthe Monday be- 
ore Ash Wednesday, but atour of the leading 
cities and a Spring season here, beginning in 
April, are amoneg the possibilities.

REMEMBERING FATHER MATHEW.

OBSERVING THE BIRTHDAY OF THE APOS- 
TLE OF TEMPERANCE, 

Pretty girls sat on a raised platform at 
the Academy of Music last night and sang, dur- 
ing the evening, to a very large gathering of 
men and women, who were glad that the Very 
Rev. theobald Mathew had been born. The 
Centra! Council of the United Father Mathew 
Societies had met to celebrate the anniversary of 
the birth of the “‘sainted apostie of temper- 
ance,” and the proceeds of last night were to be 
devoted to the temperance cause. The Rey. Dr. 
McGlynn, before introducing the speaker of the 


evening, the Rev. Clarence A. Walworth, made 
an eloquent address. He said that ministers 
were too apt to consider their duties ter- 
minated when they had assisted the unfortunates 
in the hospitals, workhouses, penitentiaries, and 
Magdalen asylums. lt was their particular mis- 
gion to abolish those institutions, and temper- 
ance was the means by which they could be ren- 
dered unnecessary. “It is very beautiful to 
think that you have assisted the raving lunatic 
to a comfortabie home,” said the reverend gen- 
tleman. “But remove the causes which have 
lost him bis wits. It will be infinitely more 
praiseworthy.” Dr. McGlynn alluded humor- 
ously tothe spectacle of the choir of St. Ste- 
phen’s Church sezted on the stage of the Acad- 
emy of Music. * They.are not going to give you 
sacred music,” he said, **and I trust it may not 
be protane. Anyway, I do not think it will 
bring a blush to the cheeks of the habitués of 
the Academy of Music.” 

The Rev. Clarence A. Walworth said that in- 
temperance raged because the legislators of 
America did not dare to make !aws against the 
liquor traific. The country was ruled by the 
saloon keepers. In 1857 an excise code had been 
drawn up. There were so many provisions in it 
that it was easy to evade them. The laws had 
been amended by the saloon keepers themselves. 
They had selected men and sent them to Albany 
to loosen the restrictions of the code. They had 
succeeded. Legislation was the only remedy for 
the evil. The speaker suggested prohibition, 
but not to the extent urged by prohibi- 
tion fanatics. of whom there were a large 
number. He did not know how to 
deal with men who said that liquor was 
poison, that to sell it under any circumstances 
Was a sin, and that to bandie it was banefu). He 
did not recommend prohibition to that extent. 
High license was also advocated, and he said 
that its effects were not as yet known, as it had 
only been practiced in a few States. The great 
objection to high license bad been that there 
would be a monopoly of the liquor traffic in 
favor of the rich, and that the poor man would 
suffer. But he said it was a mistaken idea, which 
had notin reality the welfare of the poor man 
at beart. It was the poor man who suffered 
most by the liauor trafiic. It was the cause of 
his woe, his poverty, and Lis sin, and the records 
of the police courts would show that he needed 
to be protected from it. 

The choir of St. Stephen’s Church gave some 
excelient music, mostiy of au Irish character. 
Miss Mary Gartiand sang “ Believe me if all 
those endearing young charms,” and was en- 
cored somewhat ferventiy. Mr. Fred Harvey 
was heard in “ Come into the garden, Maud,” 
while the ** Minstrel Boy” was sung by Mr.

OBITUARY. 


THE REV. DR. ADOLPHUS HUEBSCH. 

The Rev. Dr. Adolphus Huebsch, one of 
the most popular and influential Jewish rabbis 
in this city, died suddenly from heart disease, at 
4:30 A. M. yesterday, at his home, No. 791 Lexing- 
ton-avenue. He had been complaining for the 
last two weeks of pains in his chest and back. 
A little after 4 o’clock yesterday morning he 
awoke and called his wife, who found him quite 
ill. Physicians were summoned, but their efforts 


were unavailing. 

Dr. Huebsch was born in the northern part 
of Hungary Sept. 18, 1830. He studied in the 
Talmudical schools, and at the age of 14 could 


read and write only in Hebrew. He then took 
up the study of Syriac, Arabic, and other Orient- 
al tongues, and subsequently became noted for 
the extent of his learning. At the age of 20 he 
was authorized to become a rabbi, and at the 
age of 24 began work in an orthodox congrega- 
tion in his native place. In 1856 he entered the 
University of Prague,whence he was graduated in 
1859 with fhe degree of Doctor of Philosophy. He 
at once took charge of an important congrega- 
tion in Prague. He remained there until 1866, 
when he was called to this city by the congrega- 
tion Ahaveth Chesed. He began his labors as its 
rabbi on Aug. 260f that year. The members of 
his congregation are classed among the modern 
reformed Jews. Its original place of worship 
was in Columbia-street. In 1861 it removed to 
Avenue C, and on April 17, 1872, took possession 
of its new and handsome synagogne at Lexing- 
ton-avenue and Fifty-fifth-street. 

Dr. Huebsch remained in charge of this con- 
gregation until the time of his death. He wrote 
a work entitled ** Peshito,”’ a translation of a 
portion of the Syriac version of the Old Testa- 
ment, into Hebrew, with a commentary. He was 
also the author of a prayer book anda hymn 
book in Hebrew and German. He contributed 
many articles to the Hebrew periodicals of this 
country. He was President of the Rabbinical 
Conference at Cincinnati in 1871. He leaves a 
widow and six children—three boys and three 
girls—the youngest of whom is a child of 4 years 
and the oldest a daughter just about to be mar- 
ried. The funcral will take place on Monday. 


CAPT. DOMINICK LYNCH. 

Capt. Dominick Lynch, a retired officer 
of the United States Navy, died at his residence, 
No. 555 Henry-street, Brooklyn, yesterday. He 
was born in this city in 1813, and entered the 
Navy asa midshipman Feb. 2, 1829. He was at- 
tached to the Mediterranean squadron during 
the first five years of his service, and performed 
duty on the ships Ontario, Concord, Java, Dela- 
ware, and United States. On July 3, 
1835, he was promoted Passed Midshipman, 
ana was detailed to duty on the receiving 


ship Hudson. During the next two years he 
was attached successively to the frigates United 
States and Constitution in the Mediterranean 
squadron. Then ne joined the Pacific squadron, 
and served on the sloops St. Louis and Dale and 
the schooner Shark. He received a Lieuten- 
ant’s commission in September, 1841, and joined 
the sloop Plymouth in the Brazi! squadron. 
Then he returned to the Mediterranean squad- 
ron and joined the steam frigate San Jacinto. 

In 1846 he was assigned to the steamer Missis- 
sippi, of the home squadron, and subsequently 
to the receiving ship Pennsylvania. He joined 
the Pacific squadron in 1848 and served on the 
sloops Vincennes and Vandalia. From 1851 to 
i885 he was on duty in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
when he was retired at his own request. He per- 
formed chart duty in 1859-60, and when the re- 
bellion broke out he volunteered his services and 
was assigned to the steamer Daylight, of the 
North Atlantic blockading squadron. He as- 
sisted at the capture of Fort Macon,and hada 
spirited engagement with field batteries in Lynn- 
haven Bay. On July 21, 1861, he received a commis- 
sion as Commander and wasgiven command of the 
brig Bainbridge. Su uently he commanded 
the ordnance ship St. wrence, a position of 

eril not ordinarily coveted by naval officers. 

‘rom 1863 to 1865 he was in charge of the naval 
station at Beaufort, N. C., and in 1836-7 he was 
Naval Storekeeper in the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard. In March, 18687, he was commissioned 
Captain, and was appointed Executive Officer of 
the Naval Asylum in Philadelphia. He remained 
there until 1871, when he was placed in command 
of the receiving ship at Boston. During his 
term of 53 years’ naval service he passed 21 vears 
on the seas and 12 yearsin the performance of 
land duty. His funeral will take place from his 
late residence Monduy at 10 A. M.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The frequent remark of friends during 
the past week, “I see you have come out for 
Cleveland,” and in one case accompanied with 
an expression of wonder that I should think **so 
well of Mr. Blaine” is my excuse for asking room 
to explain that my brother’s views and my own 
differ somewhat as to Presidential candidates, 
“H. K.” supporting Cleveland while “F. B.” 
favors Gen. Butler. We both agree as to the 
necessity for reduced taxation, but I cannot 
think this is the pf#ramount issue. While neither 
Mr. Blaine nor Mr. Cleveland may be as bad as 
their opponents paint them, yet I cannot but 
think that the American people have fallen upon 
hard lines when such men as Edmunds and Lin- 
coln on one side and Thurman and Bayard on 
the other are sent to the rear, while James G. 
Blaine and Grover Cleveland are put forward to 
be chief among fifty millions. Both have shown 
by acts too numerous to here mention that they 


are not in sympathy with the principles upon 
which our fathers founded our Government, 
and that they prefer to associate with and serve 
the interests of the rich and powerful few rather 
than the many who are poor and weak. The 
Hon. David Davis, whose record as Judge of the 
Supreme Court and United States Senator com- 
mands the respect of all who admire independ- 
ence, ability, honesty, and patriotism, says: 

“Great corporations and consolidated monopolies 
are fast seizing the avenues of power that lead to 
the contro! of the Government. It is an open secret 
that they rule states through procured Legisla- 
tures and corrupt courts; that they are strong in 
Congress. and that they are unscrupulous in the 
use of means to conquer ——— and acquire in- 
fluence. ‘hia condition of things is truly alarming, 
for unless it be changed  —, y and thoroughly, free 
institutions are doomed to be subverted by an 
oligarchy resting upon a basis of money and of cor- 
porate power.” 

And the notable words of Daniel Webster em- 
phasize this danger: 

“The freest government cannot long endure where 
the tendency of the law is to create a rapid accumula- 
tion of property in the hands of few, and to render 
the masses of the people poor and dependent.” 

Neverin the history of the world has there 
been such progress made in this direction as in 
the last two decades. Itis within 20 years that 
the genus hundred millionaire and the genus 
tramp have simultaneously made their appear- 
ance in the land, and corporate organization 
with charters for 999 years—practically im- 
mortal in their duration—controlling the great 
factors steam, electricity, and machinery, is now 
widening the gulf between capital and labor at 
arate but few realize. Gen. Butler is one of the 
few prominent public men who do seem to = 
preciate this, and this is why I support him in 
preference to the other candidates. I do not 
think he is an angel with full-fledged wings, but 
he advocates a principle which is more than can 
now be said of either of the two great parties, 
and no man can truthfully say that he has ever 
been false to a cause which he has espoused. If 
he does not compare favorably in virtue and 
ability with either Mr. Blaine or Mr. Cleveland, 
why, then I am mistaken.

THE MORMON CHURCH SAID BY REPUBLIC- 
ANS TO BE FOR CLEVELAND. 

The listening world, or such portion of 
it as views with sympathetic interest the efforts 
of Mr. Elkins, Mr. Joyce, and Gen. Butler to 
elect their candidate, will learn with sadness 
that the Mormon Church has been enlisted in 
behalf of the Democratic National and Con- 
gressional candidates. From a source which it 
considers entirely trustworthy, the Republican 
National Committee announced yesterday that it 


had learned that immediately after the nomina- 
tion ot Clevelandand Hendricks the Mormon 
Council met in Salt Lake City and decided to 
support Mr. Cleveland and Democratic Congress- 
men. Owing to circumstances unfortunately 
beyond its controlthe Mormon Church cannot 
goon the stump and advocate the election of 
candidates it may favor. But it can pour out its 
treasures to the same end, and that the Repub- 
lican National Committee says it is informed the 
council decided to do. 

One-tenth of the church tithings is to be hand- 
ed over tothe Democratic National Committee 
to use as it sees fit. Already the smoke of the 
approaching trains bearing this argosy can be 
seen on the western horizon. Great fear is felt 
that a train or two may be run upon a siding in 
Omo and the head of a few casks knocked 
in there. In. return for this benefac- 
tion Utah is to be admitted into the 
Union as a State, according to solemn 
promises made by the Democratic committee. 
When that shall be done the Mormons further 
agree to send two Democratic Senators down to 
Washington from the first Utah Legislature. 
Careful inquiry failed to disclose the vaiue in 
vulgar doliars and cents of this treasure, but 
that it is sufficient to do a great deal of mischief 
* the Republican National Committee has no kind 

of doubt. 

The forced cheerful mien at Republican head- 

uarters is giving away to anxiety concerning 
the result of the Obio election. When an official 

ofthe State Committee whose relations with 
the leaders are close was asked last evening by 
what majority his colleagues hoped to carry the 

Buckeye State he promptly replied, ** We don't 
expect to carry it by any majority.’* Then he en- 

tered into an argument tending to show that 

minorities often carry States and counties in 
local elections, and courageously remarked that 
the Ohio election was only a State affair any- 
way, and the State had often been carried 
by the Democrats. “Still.” he said, “we 
believe we will carry the State.

Among the callers at the Republican National 
Committee Headquarters yesterday were Gen. 
Banks, the Hon. Levi P. Morton, and Assembly- 
man Theodcre Roosevelt. Mr. Roosevelt, it is 
said, will address the Young Republican Club of 

Brooklyn in behalf of Mr. Blaine in the near 
future, and will give the national ticket good 
support. 

The feeling at the Democratic National Head- 
quarters is very hopeful, and the correspond- 
ence of the committees strengthens the belief in 

Democratic success. The returns to the appeal 
for aid are undiminished, and a large sum of 
money has already been received, “ Thirty- 
eight Citizens” of Pontiac, Ll, sent $16 
and 19 citizens of Rutland $3550. <A Leb- 
anon (Mo.) man sends $10 with the request 
that it be ** put where it will do the most good.”

THE CITIZENS’ MOVEMENT. 


ORGANIZING TO SECURE THE ELECTION OF 
GOOD LOCAL OFFICERS. 

In response to an invitation extended by 
persons prominently identified with the Citizens’ 
movement of two years ago, which had for its 
object the election of Allan Campbell for Mayor, 
about 30 gentlemen assembied in one of Del- 
monico’s parlors last evening. The notice of the 
meeting stated that it was proposed to organize 
the Citizens’ Committee and to consider what 
measures should be taken to secure the nomina- 
tion and election of a proper and satisfactory 
local ticket. 

Francis M. Scott called the assemblage to 
order, and E. Randolph Robinson was chosen 
Chairman. There were present among others 
the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, the Kev. Robert 
Collyer. Frederick R. Coudert, Henry A. Oakley, 
William Lummis, Charles P. Miller, George 
Jones, Gustav Schwab, John A. Beall, Dr. A. 


Jacobi, George Haven Putnam, Charles Crary, 
George W. Folsom, L. G. Garrettson, Arthur G. 
Sedgewick, George W. Dilloway, William M. 
Ivins, and E. J. H. Tamsen. 

Mr. Scott suggested that something ought to 
be done to centralize the social elements which 
were undoubtedly opposed to local machine 
rule. Chairman Robinson agreed with Mr. 
Scott, but said that there was not sufficient time 
before election day to organize such a canvass 
as the citizens’ movement of two years ago. 
The best that the citizens could do this year 
would be to cast the weight of their moral in- 
fluence in favor of the best candidates for local 
offices. It was particularly desirable that a 
good Mayor and a good Controller should be 
selected. 

Mr. Charles P. Miller explained that at a meet- 
ing held about a week ago Mr. F. M. Scott and 
himself were designated as a committee to get 
up the present meeting and submit theretoa 
list of officers for a permanent organization. 
The tollowing-named gentlemen were thereupon 
nominated and unanimously elected: Chairman 
—Wheeler H. Peckham; Secretary—George W. 
Dilloway; Treasurer—Henry A. Oakley: Exccu- 
tive Committee—Frederick R. Coudert, Charles 
P. Miller, Francis M. Scott, Francis M. 
Barlow, Charles W. Dayton, E. J. H. Tamsen, 
George W. Folsom, John A. Beall, William M. 
Ivins, and F. W. Whitredge. It was decided that 
the name of the organization should be * The 
Citizens’ Committee.” Mr. Scott said that if the 
committee intended to exert a moral influence 
the more members they had the greater would 
be the moral influence. At his suggestion the 
Rev. Dr. thay William Lummis, Oscar S. 
Strauss, George Haven Putnam, and Arthur G. 
Sedgwick were ——- a committee to obtain 
new members. r. Crosby elicited applause by 
remarking that he was “ready to do anything 
for this cause, even to the cutting off of a hand 
if necessary.” 

The question of how the new committee could 
best accomplish its purpose was discussed in a 
secret session. The advisability of conferring with 
other local political organizations in the matter 
of local nominations was suggested, but it was 
stated by members who were present that no de- 
cisive action was taken.

THE LAW HAS KO DISTINCTIONS 
MR. BERGH THINKS IT IS FOR THE RICH 
AS WELL AS THE POOR, 


Agent Alonzo Evans, of the Society for 
she Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, who was 
assaulted at Jerome Park on Wednesday last, 
appeared in the Harlem Police Court on Thurs- 
day, accompanied by Henry Bergh, Jr., and 
swore out warrants for the arrest of two of the 
judges of the American Jockey Club, charging 
them with being his assailants. The gentlemen 
named by Evans were Alonzo C, Munson, a law- 
ger, and a resident of Astoria, Long Island, and 
David D. Withers, who lives at the Brevoort 


House. Justice Murray took the complaints and 
then instructed Policeman Evans, of the court 
squad, to go to Jerome Park and inform the 
gentlemen that warrants had been issued for 
them, and that they would have to appear in 
court at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. 

* Why, your Honor, are you not going to ar- 
rest them ?” asked Mr. Bergh in a surprised tone. 

* Not unless they disobey my command and 
fail to come to court. They are both gentiemen 
pf means, and the charge is such a light one that 
I do not think they will try to keep out of the 
way.” 

On Thursday afternoon the policeman saw 
Messrs. Munson and Withers and both promised 
to appear in court at the hourappointed. Yes- 
terday morning they appeared in court with 
their counsel, ex-Judge Shipman, and a large 
number of friends. Agent Evanssoon afterward 
entered, accompanied by Mr. Henry Bergh and 
Mr. Henry Bergn, Jr. When the case was 
called Mr. Bergh asked the Justice to hold the 
vase back fora few minutes on account of the 
non-arrival of the District Attorney. Shortly 
afterward the court received a letter from that 
official which stated that he would be unable to 
St to court, and asked for an adjournment. 

he case wasagain called and the letter was 
read aloud by the Justice. 

* What will your Honor do in the matter?” 
asked Mr. Bergh. 

“I will set the case down for a hearing on 
Tuesday afternoon next at the Fifty-seventh- 
Street Police Court, and parole the accused un- 
til that time,” replied the magistrate. 

“Laws were made,” said Mr. Bergh, “for the 
rich as well as the oe and I do not think that 
these gentiemen should be treated with any 
more leniency than poorer men. They should 
pe dealt with regardless of their wealth or posi- 
tion in life.” 

* “T always decide a case upon the evidence 
brought forward,” replied Justice Murray rather 
warmly, “and this matter will be no exception. 
It is rather a light atfair as it stands at present, 
and there is no reason why it shouid be made 
any worse. If these gentiemen are found guilty 
of the offense charged against them they will be 
dealt with according to law,and nothing will 
savethem. They are both paroled until Tuesday 
next at 2 o’clock P. M.” 


AN ACTOR’S WIFE DISCHARGED. 
SHE GETS A FRAUDULENT CHECK CASHED 
IN GOOD FAITH, 

Mrs. Mary D. Phillips, wife of Gus Phil- 
Sips, better known as * Oofty Gooft,” the Dutch 
comedian, went in the store of Mrs. Augusta De 
Schoeler, a milliner, at No. 235 Sixth-avenue, on 
June 30, and purchased a hat and bonnet for $20. 
In payment she tendered a check for $65 on the 
Second National Bank, signed by Henry L. 
Hoguet. Mrs. De Schoeler paid the difference to 
Mrs. Phillips, and, finding the check fraudulent, 


had her arrested. 
Mrs. Phillips having been in the Tombs about 
three months, her case was called for trial yes- 


She is 
a plump woman ye onmeen f in her thirties. Ex-

Mr. Adams said there were oth- 
er charges against her in the District Attorney’s 
office, but, as there were no other indictments, 
Mrs. Phillips was released and left the court 
room smiling after expressing her thanks to the 
Judge.

MR. SICKLES’S DOCTOR'S BILL. 

Until he was about 80 years of age, 
George G. Sickles, the father of Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles, had very little to do with doctors. His 
latest experience with a physician is one of the 
least satisfactory to him of all the circumstances 
of hislong life. The physician in question is 
Dr. James H. Spann. He attended the aged 
Sickles for about two months in the early part 
of last year, when the latter was suffering 
from a distressing ailment. For his services he 
asked $6,000, which Mr. Sickles refused to pay, 
anda suit followed. The case was tried before 
Judge Larremore and a jury in the Court of 
Common Pleas. Dr. Spann testified that he was 
in almost constant attendance on Mr. Sickles, 
and that his charge was reasonable. Several 
other physicians gave itas their opinion that 
Dr. Spann’s services were worth from $5to $10 
an hour. 

In his defense, Mr. Sickles swore that he never 
employed Dr. Spann as his physician, but mere- 
ly as his nurse, and that he believed his bill was 
not just. His real physician, Dr. Keyes, he bad 
paid only $700. The jury reduced Dr. Spann’s 
bill to $3,253 and gave him a verdict for that 
amount. While Mr. Sickles was testifying he 
frequentiy gave way to garrulity, much to the 
amusement of his hearers and the disgust of Dr. 
Spann’s counsel. He announced that he was not 
only a lawyer, but alsoa doctor,and that once, 
** when 30 doctors had—” The court checked 
his reminiscence, and the world did not learn 
what he had to say to the disadvantage of 30 
doctors. 


THE PATENT MEDICINE MAKERS. 

Patent medicine manufacturers who are 
endeavoring to freeze out low-priced druggists 
on the Campion system sent out a new black list 
yesterday with several new firms added in this 
city andin Brooklyn. A Secretary is employed 
atasalary of $6,000a year to ferret out druggists 
selling patent medicines below the price on the 
Wrapper. Much ot the information comes from 
union dealers, who send spies to rival shops to 
make purchases. Twenty-one manufacturera 
refuse to sell their goods to wholesale firms who 
will not sign an iron-bound contract not to fur- 
nish low-priced retailers. 

Charles N. Crittenton, a wholesale dealer, who 
has refused to sign the contract, said yesterday 
that the druggists found little difficulty in get- 
ting the forbidden goods. The manufacturers’ 
high-priced detective was bustling around to 
find out how it isdone. ‘The retailers helped one 
another out. If a druggist could not get any 
particular medicine for a few days the others 
temporarily stocked him up. The manufacturers 
were getting so cautious that they would not 
supply new customers for fear that they might 
be in league with the jow-priced men.

Werner had never pretended to bea doctor and 
was never known to have an alias until given 
one by the detectives. Justice O'Reilly refused 
to decrease the amount of bail, and Werner was 
committed. During the afternoon a writ of 
habeas corpus was served on the Justice, com- 
manding the production of the prisoner in the 
Supreme Court, where an attempt will be made 
to have the decision reviewed.

HEBREW CHARITY FOR CHILDREN. 

The annual report of Mrs. P. J. Joachim- 
sen, President of the Hebrew Sheltering Guardian 
Society of this city, has just been issued in con- 
venient pamphlet form.

at No. 820 on the same street. The branch for 
girls and infants isat Avenue A and East Eighty- 
seventh-street.

PHG@BE PAULLIN’S MURDER. 
THE CASE REVIVED BY THE RECENT AR- 
REST OF FRANCK, 


Theattempt of George Franck,the Orange 
beer bottler, to force his way into Mrs. Ettinger’s 
apartments during a recent absence of her hus- 
band has drawn attention anew to the suspicions 
that pointed him out as a possible participant in 
the murder of Pheebe Paullin on the Orange 
Mountains last Fall. Considerable curiosity was 
aroused by the fact that District Attorney Keen 
was the official at whose instance Mrs. Ettinger 
made a charge of attempted outrage against 


Franck, and that it was an officer from the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office who arrested him. The 
fact that bail was fixed atso high a figure as 
$3,000 excited considerable comment. Under 
ordinary circumstances it would not have been 
half that amount. 

These things led to the belief that the prose- 
cuting authorities had further information 
against Franck in connection with the Paullin 
murder mystery. At the meeting of the Grand 
Jury yesterday a new investigation of the Paul- 
lin case was begun. Mr. and Mrs. Paullin, the 
parents of the murdered girl; Mrs. Fischer, a 
sister, and Messrs. Duer, Hardy, and others were 
examined. It is understood that the Investiga- 
tion is not finished. The Grand Jury will reas- 
semble on Friday next. A batch of indictments 
were handed up to Judge Depue by the Grand 
Jurors just before their adjournment yesterday, 
but among them there was none avainst Franck 
for his alleged assault upon Mrs, Ettinger. 
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LECTURING THE GRAND JURY. 

The Passaic County Grand Jury came 
into court at Paterson yesterday morning with 
59 indictments, making a total of 96 so far found. 
Judge Dixon remarked that he saw among them 
no indictment against the Paterson City Treas- 


urer. Foreman Butler replied, ** Not yet,” as if 
the jury might still attend to that matter. Judge 
Dixon was not to be put off inthat way. He 
said he had been informed that the Grand Jury 
had virtually decided to find no bill in that case. 
In his first charge he had laid down the law in 
the case very plainly. ‘The city charter of Pat- 
erson ui the Register of Licenses to turn 
over to the City Treasure. daily the receipts for 
licenses. This had not been done, and the Reg- 
ister had absconded with about $4,500 of the 
city’s moneys. Yet in his report for May the 
City Treasurer reported to the Board of Alder- 
men that be had received $2,478 from the Bureau 
of Licenses, whereas he had not received a dol- 
lar. That report was consequently false, and 
the Treasurer ought to be indicted for misde- 
meanor in making a false report. True, it did 
not appear that he had profited inany way by 
the error, but it wasasecrious matter, involving 
the honor of the city, of the county, of the 
court, and the Grand Jury, if such plain viola- 
tions of the law could go unpunished. 

The Grand Jury again retired, and subsequent- 
ly adjourned until next Friday. For years it 
has been the custom of the City Treasurer to re- 
ceive statements from the various city officers 
of their monthly receipts, and to incorporate 
the same in his monthly reports as actual! re- 
ceipts, often before the money was actually 
paid to him. This was done in the case of the 
absconded Reyister of Licenses. But the latter's 
bondsmen, who have been sued by the city, claim 
that this report by the {City Treasurer must be 
taken as an official acknowledgment that the 
money was actually paid, and they have em- 
ployed the Prosecutor of the Pleas to defend 
them. If the Treasurer should be indicted and 
convicted, they believe it would materially as- 
sist them in defending their suit.

CONDUCTORS POCKETING FARES. 

For some time past the Long Island 
Railroad officials have been suspicious of the 
honesty of several of the oldest conductors in the 
employment of the company, and about a 
month ago they placed detectives on their 


track. The detectives were not long in discov- 
ering that the conductors had united for the 
purpose of robbing the company. During the 
Spring and Summer months a score or more of 
Jewish peddlers from this city would take the 
train at Long Island City for the next station. 
The ticket cost 15 cents, and would admit them 
through the gate and to thetrain. When the 
train left the station the conductor would tuke 
up the peddler’s tickets, and the latter would in- 
form the conductor that they were going to Sag 
Harbor. The peddler would then give the con- 
ductor $1 50, which the latter would pocket, 
he making $1 50 and the peddier saving $1 40 by 
the operation. 

The officers of the road employed a number of 
Pinkerton’s men, and, dressing them up as ped- 
dlers, started them onthe road. ‘The first day 
they paid two conductors $1 each, and did not 
receive the duplex ticket. which should be 
issued to passengers paying their fares to con- 
ductors. A watch was then placed on all the 
long trip conductors, and three others were also 
detected. Thursday afternoon Superintendent 
Barton informed the five conductors that their 
services were no longer reauired by the com- 

any. The dismissed conductors are Michael 

yan, who has been in the employment of the 
qompen 20 years; H. F. Roberts, 15 years; 
Danie! Talhurst, for about 12 years, and John 
Dumont and William Stevens, who have also 
worked for the company for a number of years. 
Mr. E. P. Storms, also a trusted employe of the 
company, resigned his position yesterday morn- 
ing, but the officials say tnat he was implicated 
with the conductors. The company will pro- 
ceed criminally against the discharged men.
